MAJORITY. 

(THE TORIES GET A SET-BACK IN SCOTLAND 
BUT. STILL CLAIM VICTORY—MR. GLAD- 
STONE SPEAKS AGAIN, 

LonpDonN, Nov. 30.—Thirty-seven divisions 


voted to-day. The results will be announced 
to-morrow. 


There is. still no sign of a 
Liberal majority. The present nominal ma- 
jority of the Liberals is due to Scot- 
land’s temporary impulse. There are in 


England and Wales 230 unpolled divisions, of 
which the Conservatives estimate that they will 
yecure 150. The London divisions cemplete re- 
turn 37 Conservatives and 23 Liberals. The Pail 
Mall Gazeite, in an analysis of the voting up to 
the close of Saturday, makes the Conservative 
gains 89 and the Liberal gains 43, and estimates 
the total vote cast as follows: Liberal, 1,042,203; 
Conservative, 999,210. : 

Mr. Gladstone, speaking at Buckley, Flint- 
shire, to-day, said that the Liberal reverses were 
due to the tomfoolery of nominating duplicate 
candidates, the miserable imposture called fair 
trade, and, lustly and chiefiy, the Irish vote 
in Great Britain. He had nothing to say 
against his Irish fellow-citizens. He had 
Bpent the best part of his life in humble en- 
fleavors todo them justice, and he hoped that 
his party would continue its efforts to aid the 
Irish cause. The power of the Irish in the pres- 
ent elections had been spent. He would be much 
are ap if the new county electorate should 

ote against the men who had been fighting 
their battles for 40 years.

Lonbon, Dec. 1.—The latest returns show 
the election of 182 Liberals and 159 Tories. 

Mr. Gladstone writes that the union of Par- 
nellites and Tories has already taken between 20 
and 8)seats from the Liberais, but he refrains 
from passing judgment, as there is only one 
fay left for voting. He says: ** My best efforts 
pave always been in behalf of the Irish. One of 
the most potent motives that led me in my ad- 
vanced age to forego long coveted repose was 
the hope of being able te render Ireland further 
Bervice.”’ 

There have been severai fights in Dublin grow- 
ing out of the election excitement, and a large 
number of persons have received slight injuries. 

Mr. Parnell has received atelegram from the 
recent meeting of lrishmen in New-York, and 
will make an appropriate reply. He has also re- 
ceived an addregs from Irish citizens of St. Louis 
thanking bim for his efforts to alleviate the con- 
dition of the Irish people.

LOWER EGYPT 1N DANGER. 
MAHDIS ARMY ADVANCING NORTH- 
WARD IN GREAT STRENGTH. 

Catro, Nov. 30.—Gen. Grenfell telegraphs 
that bodies of rebel cavalry and infantry are 
demonstrating on the left bank of the Nile near 
EKoshay. ‘tbe armored steamer Lotus is em- 
ployed in shelling the rebels, who have suffered 
severe losses. The British have lost three men 
killed. 

The following isan extract from a recent let- 
ter of a British officer stationed at Assouan: 
“The Mahdi’s death, instead of decreasing his 
prestige. bas increased it. His tomb has become 
the centre of fanaticism. His mantle has fallen 
on Khalifa Abdulla El Taasha, who wields au- 
thority by direct legacy from Mahomet Achmet. 
and whose claim is recognized. With the fall of 
the garrisons the immense quantities of amu- 
nition in the arsenal at Khartoum, the skilled 
artisans, and the material for steamer build- 
ing have. fallen into the hands of the 
rebels, who are able to organize steamer 
convoys between Sennaar, Khartoum, Ber- 
ber, and Dongola. They have uniimited 
camels, and all the craft on the river south of 
Abu Fatmeh. Steamers are working, others are 
under repair, and others are building. The 
enemy muy now be said to bein contact with 
the English outpost at Koshay, and they have 
ail necessary for an advance except the impor- 
tant item, food. Ina month's time tbe crops 
will be gathered, and with the rich province of 
Sennaar in their hands they will have ali they 
require. As they advance north regular Gov- 

roors of districts are appointed, and mea are 
pent forward to count the date trees, measure 
the fields under cultivation, and levy taxes, 
They have adopted a conciliatory policy toward 
the peopie of Dongola. Men well known as 
baving been in the employ of the British are 
being placed in responsible posts. Letters are 
sent to the few remaining Joyai sheiks, mp | 
them to come in and assuring them of a goo 
reception. The Arabs are now witk the rebels 
heart and soul. The recent heavy rains 
bave filled the tanks and weils, and 
it is mot impossiblo the dervish army 
will advaoce and, evading the British 
outposts, take the desert route, and make a di- 
rect attack on Lower Ecypt, leaving the English 
garrisors in acritical position. Any reverse at 
a small post would no doubt set avaiust Engiand 
the Ababdeb and Bishareen tribes, now waver- 
ing in their allegiance. it is no longer a ques- 
tion of putting off, but an absolute necessity to 
crush forever the increasing power of the Mahdi. 
Had the British remained at Dongola, it is not 
only probable, but almost certain, that the 
movement would not have been increased to the 
present alarming extent.”

DECAPITATED BY HANGING. 
Norwicu, England, Nov. 30.—A sicken- 
ing sight was witnessed to-day at the hanging 
of Robert Goodale, a market gardener, for the 
murder of his wife at Wisheach on Sept. 15 last. 


A 15-stone weight was used, and the drop was 6 
feet. When the trap was sprung the rope re- 
pounded violently, and Goodale’s head was

severed from his body, the trunk and 
head falling to the grovna, the head 
lyin at the feet, and biood oozing 


teooly from both the body and head. The spec- 
tators were horror-stricken and became sick at 
the scene. An inquest was held. The hangman 
said Goodale’s bead looked as though it bad been 
cut with a knife. He hadathin vertebra. The 
eurgeon said the hangman was sober and cool 
and coilected when he sprang thetrap. Good- 
ale’s death was aimost instantaneous, and was 
more merciful than by stranguiation, The jury 
rendered a verdict in accordance with the facts, 
attaching no blame to the hangman.

KING THEEBAW SURRENDERS. 
Rancoon, Noy. 30.—King Theebaw, of 
Burmah, becoming alarmed at the rapid ap- 
proach of the British expeditionary force under 
Gen. Prendergast notwithstanding the resist- 


ance offered by the Burmese, sent a mes- 
senger to Gen. Prendergast begging him 
to grant an armistice for the purpose 
‘of peaceably settling 











tween .Burmah and the Indian Government. 
Gen. Prendergast, in reply, demanded the sur- 
render of the Burmese Army and Mandalay, the 
capital, stating that only then could he enter- 
tain any request looking to a settlement of the 
dispute. King Theebaw acceded to the terms 
and the Ava forts, with 28 guns, were turne 
over to the British troops. A garrison was 
laced there, and the British troops proceeded 
o Mandalay on the 28th inst. 


DISREGARDING THE ARMISTICE. 
THE SERVIANS STILL BOMBARDING WIDDIN— 
WAR LIKELY TO BE RESUMED. 

BELGRADE, Nov. 30.—Gen. Leshjanin 
continues to bombard Widdin. It is expected 
that general fichting wit] be resumed in a day 
or two in disregard of the armistice, as Prince 
Alexander demands possession of Zaitchar and 
Pirot as a guarantee of the payment of a war in- 
demnity by Servia. The Servian Ministry has 
resigned. 

Col. Hervatovitch, the Servian Minister at St. 
Petersburg, has arrived here to take command 
of the forces. The reserves are going to the 
front. A number of persons have been arrested 
on the charge of attempting to foment a revo- 
lution. Of the 6,000 wounded Serviansin hos- 
pital here one-third have self-inflicted wounds 
on the trigger finger, having been impelled by 


cold and hunger thus to mutilate themselves in 
order that they might be sent home. 


St. PETERSBURG, Nov. 30.—The Russian 
newspapers, 1n discussing affairs in the Balkans, 
appear anxious about the situation, and consider 
that the attitude of Austria is tantamount 
to siding with Servia. They ask how 
the action of Austria will influence Rus- 
sia, Who, aS a signatory power to the treaty 
of Berlin, loyally refused to support Bulgaria. 
The Novoe Vremya says: *“* We cannot reconcile 
the action of Count von Khevenhuller-Metsch, 
the Austrian Minister at Belgrade, with the 
unanimity of the imperial powers.*’ Continuing, 
the Novoe Vremya says it fears that the armistice 
will terminate when King Milan, owing to 
Austrian support, has become strong enough to 
continue the struggle. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 30.—Sir William 
White, the British representative, to-day asked 
the Balkan Conference to agree to arbitrate be- 
tween Servia and Bulgaria. M. Nelidoff, the 
Russian Ambassador, protested that the confer- 
ence was limitea to the settlement of the Rou- 
melian question, and that a want of accord 
among the members of the conference would 
threaten an abortive result of their labors. 


PHILIPPOPOLIS, Nov. 30.—Some agitation 
has been caused here by Russian agents avowing 
that Russia only opposes the union of Roumelia 
and Bulgaria owing to England's siding with the 
Bulgarians. It is feared that the arrival of M. 
Sorokine, the Russian Consul, will intensify the 
excitement. 

Lonpon, Nov. 30.—The Porte has sent 
agents to Philippopolis to proclaim amnesty to 
the revolutionists. The Porte has also ordered 
that the Mustapha bridge be repaired. 

ATHENS, Nov. 30.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day Prime Minister Delyannis un= 
expectedly asked for a vote of confidence—which 
was granted—1l17 to 12.

THE SPANISH THRONE. 

A PROPOSED MARRIAGE WHICH WOULD 

SETTLE THE CARLIST CONFLICT. 

Manprip, Nov. 30.—The new Cabinet has 
been approved throughout Spain. The only 
fear isin regard to Sefior Zorilla, the Republic- 
an chief, who will lose prestige unless he at- 
tempts a revolt. If he is captured, the sentence 
of;death already passed upon him for participa- 
tion in former risings wili be executed imme- 
diately. The manifesto of Don Carlos promising 
to confirm to the Spaniards all their present 


civil and religious liberties is considered a direct 
bid for the throne, and is also interpreted as a 
prelude toa proposal of marriage of Don Carlos's 
son, Prince Jaime, and the Princess of the 
Asturias, the late King’s eldest daughter, in the 
event of no heir to the throne being born. Both 
the Carlists and monarchists would welcome 
such asettliement with acclamation, as it would 
end a 50 years’ conflict and enable Spain to as- 
sume an appropriate position among the powers 
of Europe. Prince Jaime was born June 27, 
ag tg the Princess of the Asturias on Sept. 


Rome, Nov. 30.—It is announced that the 
Pope will officiate at a requiem mass at the 
Sistine Chapel for the repose of the soul of King 
Alfonso.

VIEWING THE REMAINS 


CROWDS PASSING THE BIER OF 
THE DEAD VICE-PRESIDENT. 
THE BODY REMOVED TO THE HOMESTEAD 
AND ALL PREPARATIONS FOR TO-DAY’S 

FUNERAL PAGEANT COMPLETED. 

INDIANAPOLIS, iInd., Nov. 30.—All the 
trains coming into the city this morning were 
crowded, and several of the roads were com- 
pelled to run extra trains to accommodate the 
people who desired to come tothe capital to at- 
tend the funeral of Vice-President Hendricks. 
The arrangements for handling the crowd were 
much more complete and satisfactory to-day 
than yesterday. Military companies and police 
were stationed along Washington-street for 
two blocks away from the Court House, and as 
fast as the people arrived they were arranged in 
two lines and kept moving. There was a steady 
and undiminished stream of humanity. pouring 
through the building all aay. The doors were 
opened at 7 o’clock this morning, and from that 
time up to noon the crowd pressed through at 
the rate of 75a minute, probably 25,000 persons 
viewing the remains up to 1 o’clock. 

There was an early lighting of the public 
streets and city buildings this evening, night 
coming on rapidly, owing to an impenetrable 
wintry sky, which completely obscured the sun. 
The firmament is starless to-night, and the fear 
has been general that the morrow may usher in 
storm. There wasaslight sprinkle of rain this 
afternoon, but it was hardly perceptible, and 
soon passed away, but the heavy appearance of 





_ the sky late in the afternoon indicated that the 


storm might only be held in abeyance. During 
the afternoon tnere were evidences at hand in 
every direction of the preparations for the 
ceremonies of to-morrow. The crowds be- 


gan to grow denser in the business portion of 
the city and the hotels took on.a crowded ap- 
pearance. On the residence streets the finishing 
touches were given to mourning decorations, 
the work of draping having been practically 
concluded in the business centre. Washington- 
street, the main business thoroughfare, pre- 
sented a sable appearance, no structure appear- 
ing without its drapery of black, relieved oc- 
easionally with an intermingling of white. The 
pictured face of the dead Vice-President met 
one everywhere. This street led to the portals 
of the Court House, where the remains of the 
dead statesman lay exposed to view, and a sur- 
ging and ever-increased throng was to be met at 
any point along its entire length, which grew 
more dense when approaching the edifice. Here 
the military and police were called into requisi- 
tion to keep the mass moving and to prevent a 
blockade. 

When the great doors of the building were or- 
dered closed this afternoon a waiting crowd 
numbering thousands stood in line trying to 
take a last glance at the face of the dead. After 
1:30 o'clock the pressure of the crowd became 
greater. The line formed on the street extended 
two squares back from the entrance, and the 
guards were increased in order to prevent an 
accumulation or a crowd. The speed was also 
accelerated until about 90 a minute passed the 


body. It was estimated that 40,000 peo- 
ple viewed the body during the day. 
Shortly before the noon hour Senator 


Voorhees and party were admitted to the south 
entrance, and the Senator paused for a moment 
foraciose inspection of his friend. He went 
with reluctance, saying ina few moments that 
he preferred to remember Hendricks as he last 
knew him, but after viewing his remains he ex- 
pressed surprise at their life-like appearance. 
“Perhapsa little paler, but remarkably life- 
like,”’ was hiscomment. A similar opinion was 
expressed by other gentlemen who were given 
more than a passing glimpse. 

At 4:15 o’clock the doors were closed. Ina 
quarter of an hour the Marshal and his assistant 
and representatives of the committees marched 
to the Court House. The casket was borne 
through the south entrance to the street, where 
it was placed in the hearse and, escorted by the 
four Indianapolis military companies, was re- 
turned to the parlor of tho homestead. All 
along the line of march, as the mournful music 
of the Columbus Barracks Military Band an- 
nounced its movement, the people flocked to see 
the sad spectacle. Untilit is removed to the 
church to-morrow the body will lie ‘at rest be- 
neath the roof where its iast living hours were 
spent, and will be surrounded by the tokens of 
a and sympathy placed there by triends 
to-day. 

The Committees on Reception and Manage- 
ment concluded all the matters of detail this 
afternoon. The arrival of nearly all the distin- 
guished visiting delegations has been timed for 
the early hours of the morning, and subcom- 


ception. One thousand tickets have been issued 
for admittance to St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, 
where the services will be conducted, and the 
orders are such that no one will be admitted to 
the edifice in the absence of a propercard. A 
detachment of soldiers and police will be on 
duty to see that this order is carried out. 
In the funeral procession there will be 17 car- 
riages for the exclusive use of relatives and inti- 
mate private friends. These will follow the 
hearse from the family residence to the church. 
The procession will be formed at the church. 
The remains will reach the church promptly at 
12 0’clock. The line of march to Crown Hill 
Cemetery, where the remains are to be interred, 
is fully five miles,and owing tothe length of 
the procession any delay in its movement might 
necessitate the performance of the concluding 
rites at the grave after the shadows of the after- 
noon had begun to tall, and owing to this fact 
the committees have sought to insure prompt- 
ness in all the movements. 

Attbe meeting of the State Bar Association 
this afternoon, in the Federal court room, 
Judge W. Q. Gresham presided. Major C. L. 
Holstein read a memorial paper, which was 
unanimously adopted. After sketching hastily 
the leading events of the life of the Vice-Presi- 
dent, the paper continued: “* From the farm- 
house to the Vice-Presidency, such was the 
commencement and end of a career un- 
touched by dishonor, unclouded by _sus- 
picion. His public actsasa Senatorand Rep- 
resentative in Congress have gone into his- 
tory. His record has received the highest 
possible commendation and approval from the 
vast constituency he served by his subsequent 
preferment to the second office in the gift of the 
Nation. Mr. Hendricks was throughout the 
whole period of his active life a lawyer, even in 
his last days concerned in the conduct of causes. 
His entrance upon employments in public life 
were episodes, excursions, useful to himselt and 
others, but did not divert him from the beaten 
track of forensiclabor. On the floor of the 
Senate, in the halls of legislation, he sojourned; 
at the bar, in the courts, he dwelt. He was en- 
gaged in very much of the important litigation 
at the capital of his State. His practice was by 
no means local. Much of his life, however, 
was non-professional. His time and thought 
were at very frequently recurring intervals 
given tothe work of the hustings. There was 
something in the mere aspect of a large popular 
assemblage which had for him a special attrao- 
tion. He was, moreover, a man of normal 
action and opinion, fotlowing the ordinary bent 
and tenets of his party, no fanatic zealot or 
extremist upon any subject. A character 
smoothly rounded to completeness without 
edges or angles, with no corners in his creed 
political, yet he was and continued to be a popu- 
lar favorite to the last. In religion he was an 
Episcopalian. Upon this subject he was firm in 
his convictions, in his life consistent, in his 
Christian profession unobtrusive. He died in 
this city, where he would have wished to die, 
where he most really lived at home, surroundea 
by those whom he loved,in the metropolis of 
the State which he had served so long and by 
which he had been so often and s0 highly 
honored.”

DETERMINED TO TAKE HIS SEAT.

WISCONSIN’S DYING CONGRESSMAN ON THE 
WAY TO WASHINGTON, 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 30.—Congress- 
man Joseph Rankin, of Manitowoc, arrived in 
Milwaukee at 10:50 o’clock this morning en route 
to Washington. He is accompanied bv his wife, 
son, and daughter. On Wednesday the party 
will continue its journey to the capital. Con- 
gressmen Hankin is in a dying condition, and his 
efforts to take his seat in Congress present a 
pitiful spectacle. He has for some time an- 
nounceé his intention of taking his seat in the 
House at the reconvening of Congress, despite 


the 
remonstrances of his constituents, and the 
warning of his physician. Until within the 
past week or ten days it was believed 
by those best acquainted with the condition of 
his health that he would abandon the plan be- 
fore the date fixed for his start. During the 
Ee two or three days, however, arrangements 
ave been perfected for the journey. 

When it became known that Mr. Rankin was 
in the city many friends called to pay their re- 
spects, but by the advice of those with him they 
were not admitted to his room. Congressman 
Rankin is said by his physician to be avery 
sick man. He looks it, but his face has not the 
haggard appearance that is to be expected after 
such a sickness as he has gone through. 
Congressman Van'Schaick said to-day that Mr. 
Rankin would die in the harness, “He is going 
to Washington,” continued Mr. Van Schaick, 
“and he will be sworn in, but he will never occu- 
py his seat. He is a sick man, and his strength is 
not sufficient to sustain him through the fa- 
tigues that are sufficient to wear out even 
the strongest. Mr. Rankin overestimates his 
strength, and it is not great enough to carry him 
through. He shows indomitable pluck and 
energy in making the effort, but it will be 
wasted.” 

Mr. Rankin is slowly dying from a complica- 
tion of diseases. He was stricken while in 
Washington last Winter with Bright's disease, 
and has been ill ever since. Lately he has 
shown symptoms of heart disease and is liable 
to die at any moment. Heis 53 years old and 
— of the most prominent Democrats in the 
state.

THE -PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION 


FIRST IN IMPORTANCE. 


A BILL LIKELY TO BE PROMPTLY PASSED— 


THE HOUSE ORGANIZATION—THOMA’S 
STORY OF FRAUD. 

WasuHinaton, Nov. 30.—The Hoar Suc- 
cession bill, or something closely resembling it, 
will certainly be brought forward in the Forty- 
ninth Congress, and there are as yet no indica- 
tions that the Republicans in the Senate will offer 
united opposition to it, if they oppose it at all. 
Two efforts made in the Senate—once when the 
Democrats were in a majority and a second time 
when the Republicans were in a majority—have 
prevailed in securing the adoption of the plan to 
make the Cabinet officers the successors of the 
President and Vice-President in case of the 
death, removal, or disability of both. The last 
attempt was rendered abortive by the obstruct- 
ive management of Representative W. W. 
Eaton, (Dem.,) of Connecticut. Senator Pugh, 
of Alabama, in talking about the importance of 
passing the bill, said yesterday that he trusted 
the Hadise would not contain among its mem- 
bers any men of his party who only desired to 
use the chance of interfering with proper legis- 
lation to gain a reputation for peculiar patriot- 
ism. He had no doubt that if Mr. Eaton had not 
been a member of the Forty-eighth Congress 
the succession would now be provided for, and 
that, in case of the death of the President, the 
Presidency would fall, as the people would be 
best satisfied to see it, into Democratic hands 
rather than into the control, even temporarily, 
of the most conservative Republican in the 
Senate, 

# 

The President very reluctantly decided not 
to go toIndianapolis to attend the Vice-Presi- 
dent’s funeral. Even this morning, when he 
came to talk about it to Col. Lamont, he was 
disposed to adhere to his first decision to go, 


and nothing but the fact that tne advice of 
prominent men and of the family of Mr. Hen- 
dricks had led him to conclude to stay at home 
and to write out his reasons for staying, pre- 
vented him from sending word to the Cabinet 
officials who were going that he would join 
them. The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad offi- 
cers had made admirably complete arrange- 
ments for assuring the President’s party safe and 
quick transportation. A special train, starting 
at 1 o'clock, was to have the right of way. An 
hour later a pilot engine was to start, and 20 
minutes after the pilot the President’s party 
was to follow. All trains along the road were 
to haul out of the way onthe approach of the 
special leaving here at 1 o'clock and were or- 
dered to stand until the President’s train had 
passed. After the passage of the pilot the 
track walkers ‘all along the road were to 
be on duty to see that all rails, switches, and 
crossings were clear. ‘The train was not 
to stop at stations, arrangements having been 
made for changes of engines between stations, 
As the train was to bavea dining car attached 
it would not be necessary to stop, except to 
change engines, between Washington and In- 
dianapolis. Leaving here about 2, it was ex- 
pected that Indianapolis would be reached at 10 
o’clock on Tuesday. The arrangements made 
for the benefit of the President were carried out 
to the letter for the convenience of those mem- 
bers of the Cabinet who left to-day. Mr. J. G. 
Pangborn, the Assistant General Passenger 
Agent of the road, made alithe arrangements 
for the trip, which were kept faithfully secret 
until the departure of the train. 


The first formal step toward the organization 
of the House of Representatives will be taken 
on Saturday night next, when the Democratic 
Congressmen will meetin caucus to deeide to 
whom the principal offices in their gift shall be 


offered. There is a marked contrast between 
the situation now and that of the week preced- 
ing the opening of the Forty-eighth Congress, 
two years ago. At that time Messrs. Carlisle, 
Randall, Springer, and Cox were actively en- 
gaged ina contest for the Speakership, while rival 
candidates for the positions of Clerk, Sergeant- 
at-Arms, Doorkeeper, Postmaster, &c., were 
hard at work in their various headquarters and 
Each Congressman arriving was buttonholed in 
the interest of each candidate for each office, 
until life became a burden to him. This year 
there is almost ——. of the sort, and the few 
Representatives now in 
parative peace. ‘lhere is no contest for the 
Speakership, for Mr. Carlisle is conceded a re- 
election without question or opposition. So far 
no opposition has been ‘heard to the re-election 
of John B. Clark, Jr., as Clerk of the House, and. 
he has had no reason to establish a campaign 
headquarters. Postmaster Lycurgus Dalton ex- 
ects to continue at the head otf the House Post 
)fice without a struggie, and, so far as is known 
here, nobody is disputing his claims for the 
lace. The death of Doorkeeper Wintersmith 
eaves that office open toacontest, and there 
are a number of gentlemen who would like to 
succeed Mr. Wintersmith Among them are 
Samuel Donelson, of Tennessee; Gen. James B. 
Coit, of Kentucky; John B, Trainer, of New- 
York, and Nat Tyler, of Virginia. A Mr. But- 
ton, of New-York, is also reported to be willing to 
tuke the place. The canvass of these candidates 
has been carried on without attracting much 
attention, but it is believed here that Mr. Don- 
elson is far ahead of his competitors in the 
race. It is claimed by his friends that he 
has already secured the support of more than 
a majority of the Democratic Representatives. 
Sergeant-at-Arms Leedom says that he is going 
to be re-elected, but he has a competitor in W. 
W. Armstrong, also of Ohio, who may seriously 
interfere witb his programme. Mr. Leedom has 
shared the usual fortune of Sergeant-at-Arms 
of the House in not being able to please every 
member of his party, and it is regarded as 
doubtful whether he can go into the caucus 
with the united Ohio delegation behind him. [f 
he does not Mr. Leedom is more than likely to 
see himself beaten in the caucus by Mr. Arm- 
strong. No particular interest is felt in the 
office of Chaplain of the House, and it is expect- 
ed that the Rev. John 8. Lindsay will be retained 
in that position.

Representative Morrison has refused, in all the 
conversations he has heid with correspondents, 
to allow his name to be used in connection with 
statements that criticised Mr. Randall for op- 
posing a revision of the rules or of the tariff, 
but to-day he appears to have reached the 
conclusion that it is a good time to say 
what he thinks and to let it he known 
that he says it. This conclusion may 
have been forced by the curious report 
that Mr. Randall is to be retained in a prominent 
place in the House in order that he may direct 
the work of tariff revision during the coming 
session. No one who knows Mr. Randall and his 
constituency needs to be told that it will be 
quite as absurd to expect an honest effort for 
tariff reform from him asit would be to look 
tor faithful care of sheep from a wolf. 
Col.: Morrison says that, from the expe- 
rience of past years, it is a matter of 
impossibility for any one committee to do 
properly all the work now assigned to the 
Committee on Appropriations, no matter 
whether it had Mr. Randall or some one else at 
its head. When the present rules were adopted, 
at the beginning of the Forty-sixth Congress, he 
voted for a proposition to distribute some of 
the appropriation bills because he considered it 
the proper thing todo, but when Mr. Kandall 
had been defeated for Speaker of the House in 
the Forty-eighth Congress and the proposition 
was again agitated he advised against 
it and favored giving the Appropri- 
ations Committee all the powers and 
importance it bad ever he!d, as a matter of 
courtesy to Mr. Randall. Since then, he says, 
he has learned not to aliow a desire to act court- 
eously to an opponent to prevent his doing 
what he believes to be right. He thinks the ap- 
propriatian bills are more than any one com- 
mittee can manage, and he will favor the dis- 


tribution of part of them among the 
committees to which they properly be- 
long. In connection with the tariff 


question, Mr. Morrison said he thought every- 
body in the party was pledged to a reduction of 
the tariff, and he didnot see how the coming 
Congress could avoid it. The party was pledge 
by its platform, and even the protection Demo- 
crats, those who voted against his bill, gave as 
their reason that the party was not in power, 
and said wait until they got in power, then they 
would doit.

Representative McMillin, of 
Tennessee, who has just reached Washington, 
says that be thinks that the attempt to revise 
the rules, and particularly the proposition to 
distribute the appropriation billg, will fail, and 
that there will be no silver legislation.

A VILLAGE ON FIRE, 





SAVANNAH SWEPT BY FLAMES AND A LARGE 
AMOUNT OF DAMAGE DONE, 

SAVANNAH, N. Y., Nov. 30.—The most 
destructive fire ever known in this region was 
that which visited this village this morning. . All 
the business part of the village, except two 
stores, has been totally destroyed, leaving 
scarcely a timberin theruins, ‘he fire was first 
discovered in the rear of Smith & Jepson’s hard- 
ware store, on Main-street. The flames had then 
gained great headway, and before an alarm 
could be given the building was doomed to de- 


struction. Church and school bells were rung, 
and hundreds of people hastened to the scene. 
As the greater part of the buildings in the bus- 
iness part were of wood the fire extended with 
unusual rapidity. In less than halt an hour 
one-third of the business places was in flames. 
Absolutely nothing, except to tear down a few 
wooden buildings could be done to check the 
prosness of the tire. There is no tire apparatus in 

avannah, and telegrams were sent praying for 
help from Syracuse, Lyons, and Clyde Fire De- 
partments, but none could be had. Meanwhile 
the flames had swept northward and southward 
and were devouring everything in their way. 
James Watson was asleep in the Stack Building 
when the flames had nearly devoured the upper 
part, and he leaped tor his life from the third 
story window. Mrs. Mary Allen was carried 
down a ladder from an upper room which the 
flames had attacked. At 6 o’clock the flames 
had destroyed all the business places on the west 
side of Main-street. Fourteen families have 
been made homeless by the fire. The total loss 
is estimated at $120,000. upon which there is 

46,000 insurance. Among the structures burned 
was the Hoag Building, which wus recently fur- 
nished at a large expense; the insurance upon it 
was $12, 

The Newton House was entirely burned. It 
was valued at $170,000, and had an insurance of 
only $7,000. It is the opinion of the people here 
that the flre was the work of incendiaries. When 
the flames were discovered in Smith & Jepson’s 
hardware store the timbers and floor were 
sprinkled with kerosene. The police saw two 
unknown men walking hastily from Savannah 
down the railroad track 10 minutes before the 
discovery of the fire. 








A BRUTAL AND COWARDLY MURDER. 

JERSEYVILLE, Il)., Nov. 30.—Calhoun 
County having neither railroads nor telegraph 
lines, the first news of a brutal murder near 
Grafton, on the Mississippi River, on Friday, 
reached this town by a messenger to-day. In 
March last C. F. Culp moved with his family 
into a house occupied by an old man named 
Bohl. ‘The understanding was that the Bohls 
should move out, but this they refused to do, 
and a bitter hatred grew up between the 
two families. Both men worked in distant 
towns, but both returned to their homes 
last week. Bohl went to market on Friday, and 
Culp told Mrs, Bohl that he was going to shoot 
her husband when he returned. Mrs. Bohl 
manifested’ no alarm even when Culp armed 
himself with a rifle and revolver and went out. 
He met Bonl near the house and emptied the 
rifle and four chambers of the revolver into the 
latter’s back, killing him instantly. Mrs. Bohl 
ran out and Culp shot her twice in the breast, 
seriously but not fatally wounding her. Bohl 
was 65 years old, Last night his body was lying 
where it fell, waiting the arrival of the Coroner. 








CANADA WANTS MAINE. 

MoNTREAL, Nov. 30.—The question of 
the annexation of the State of Maiue continues 
to be discussed by the French newspapers. La 
Presse says: “A report has been 1n circulation 
that the American Government had consented 
to negotiations with the object of rectifying its 
frontiers. But it is probabie that the rumor is 
false. The United States goes on the principle 
that all which is worth taking is worth coping.

TAKEN ‘INTO CUSTODY ON A COM# 
PLAINT OF BRIBERY. 

A. BENCH WARRANT ISSUED BY THE REX 
CORDER — BROKER WILSON’S ADMISX 
SIONS AND MAYOR GRACE’S CHARGES. 

} Major-Gen. Alexander Shaler, com< 

manding the First Division of the National 

Guard and President of the Board of Health, 

was-arrested last evening at his residence, No. 

127 West Forty-cighth-street, by Inspector 

Byrnes, Sergt. Slevin, and Detective Sergeant 

Philip Reilly, by virtue of a warrant issued by 

Recorder Smyth on a complaint of wribery in con- 

nection with the purchase of sites for armories. 

The complaint was based on the evidence given 

by Superintendent Monmouth B. Wilson, of the 

Fire Insurance Patrol, who was an associate of 

Gen. Shaler when the latter was the President of 

the Fire Department. The complaint was drawn 

up in the District Attorney’s oflice, and was pre- 
sented to the Recorder 1n his chambers in Nas« 
sau-street late yesterday afternoon, and wag 
sworn to before the Recorder. 

The warrant was issued about 6 o’clock and, in 


‘the presence of the Recorder, was placed in tha 


hands of Inspector Byrnes for execution. Tha 
Inspector went up town in company with Sergt, 
Slevin and Detective Sergeants Reilly and Man< 
gin. The officers visited four different resi< 
dences before they succeeded in finding the Gen« 
eralin. At No. 9 West Forty-fifth-street, which 
is given as the address of the General inthe Direc< 
tory and in the City Record, they were informed 
that he did not live there. Then they went to! 
the Saratoga Flats, at Fifty-second-street and! 
Broadway, where & son-in-law of the General.) 


Mr. William G. Shailer, who occupies the posi-' 
tion of corresponding clerk and private secre-' 
tary tothe Presideut of the Heaith Department,!

He was asked to step 
into the parlor, and was in a few moments joined 
by Gen. Shaler. ‘ 

As he appeared Sergt. Slevin and Reilly; 
stepped in through the door, which during the) 
absence of the hall boy had been opened by 
Mangin, Slevin said tothe astonished General! 
that he hada delicate and unpleasant duty to: 
perform; tbat he held a warrant for his arrest, ! 
and he was compelled to ask the General{ 
to accompany him to the Police Cen- 
tral Office. Gen. Shaler, recovering from his 
surprise caused by the appearance of the} 
officers, asked to see the warrant. It was: 
handed him, and after reading the document 
carefully he returned it to Sergt. Slevin. 
He asked to be permitted to bid his family good’ 


night. which privilege was accorded him. 
He then accompanied the officers from the 
house, in front of which a hack ir 


which was seated Inspector Byrnes and the 
party was driven to Police Headquarters. The 
arrest was made at 7:35 P. M., and it was just 
8:30 o’clock when the party reached the Central 
Office. The General was quickly ushered into 
the private office of the Inspector. Soon after 
he was joined by{Mr. Shailer, his son-in-law and 
secretary. He was in conference with his son-. 
in-law for nearly an hour. In submitting to, 
the examination to which every prisoner ar-' 
rested by the police is subjected to the) 
prisoner said that his name was Alexander} 
Shaler, that he was 58 years of age, a native of 
the United States, married, and lived at No. 
127 West Forty-eighth-street. He gave his oc- 
cupation as President of the Heaith Depart- 
ment. He declined to see reporters and said 
that he had no statement to make at that time. 
Soon after he was brought to the Central Office 
Mr. William L. Turner, the chief clerk of the 
Mayor's office, cailed and served him with & 
copy of the charges preferred against him by 
Mayor Grace. 

The General remained a prisoner at Police 
Headquarters during the night. No bail was 
offered for his appearance. »nd had it been 
offered it could not have been accepted, as the 
Recorder was the only magistrate who could ree 
lease bim on bail, and he was not at Police Heads 
quarters last night. At 10 o'clock this morning 
the General will be arraigned before Kecorder 
Smyth at his Chambers in Nassau-street for ex- 
amination. 

Franklin Edson, Jr., 2 son of ex-Mayor Edson, 
on being;intormed of Gen. Shaler’s arrest, went 
to Police Headguarters end requested to be per- 
mitted to see the prisoner. Inspector Byrnes 
refused the request. Young Edson thereupon’ 
telegraphed the news of the arrest to his 
father at his residence in Fordham, coupled 
with the inquiry whether he would give bail for 
the General’s appearance at the Recorder’s court 
to-day. Then, with Mr. Shailer, besallied out to 
hunt upthe Recorder and induce him to come 
to Police Headquarters and accept bail for the 
General. Judge Gildersleeve, the General’s 
Chief of Staff, accompanied by Jacob Hess, 
called at Police Headquarters at 11:30 o’clock 
last night to see the prisoner. It was rumored 
that Judge Gildersleeve’s object in calling was 
to take bail for the General, but he was not in- 
clined to interfere with the case, which is clear- 
ly within the sole jurisdiction of the Recorder. 

District Attorney Martine said last evening 
that all matters in connection with his action in 
the case were of necassity secret. Recorder 
Smyth also refused to talk about the matter. 


Mayor Grace said last night that, so. tar 
as he knew, Gen. Shaler had not been 
formally indicted, though some time ago 


the Senate investigating committee requested 
the District Attorney to secure an indictment, 
Since that request was made further evidence 
of great consequence had been brought forward 
by the Gibbs committee, until now the District 
Attorney, so argued the Mayor, could not 
longer hesitate about taking an aggressive step, 
and the arrest of Gen. Shaler was not 
unexpected to officers who were acquainted 
with the nature of the evidence brought out, 
The arrest, the Mayor thought, nad been made, 
as was the custom in criminal cases, on sworn 
information trom the District Attorney’s office. 
The arrest, the Mayor said, was not upon big 
charges, which were purely a part of a civil 
proceeding. 

Senator Gibbs was not aware at 11 o'clock 
last night that Gen. Shaler bad been arrested, 
yet when intormed of the fact he exhibited no 
surprise. “It is possible,” he said, “that the 
District Attorney proceeded on the strength: 
of a letter I wrote to him a couple of weeks 
ago calling his attention to the testimony 
bearing upon the relations existing between 
Monmouth B. Wilson and Gen. Shaler: as a 
member of the Armory Commission. The ques- 
tion of Gen. Shaler’s indictment has been a mat- 
ter of discussion for some time. I have not seen 
him since he gave his testimony before the com- 
mittee. Then he was bojling over with anger 
at the idea of being subjected to investiga-: 
tion. I always bud the kindest feelings 
tor Gen. Shaler, and I personally entertain 
no ill will against any of the men whom the 
committee has piaced in an unpleasant light. 
I beard of crookedness in connection with the 
purcbase of armory sites a vear or more ago. 
I got letter after letter,some of them anony- 
mous and others signed by persons who did 
pot want publicity, but all giving in- 
formation that was not evidence. The 
letters showed that crookedness existed, but 
did not give us a chance to prove it, 
We had been investigating the armory business 
only two days when we lost ourselves. We 
atterward made a find when we had no expecta- 
tion of doing so. hen we were brought to a 
standstill again, when Monmouth B. Wilson re- 
fused to produce his check book. Tbe threat to 
have him indicted under the Code had the 

roper effect and he handed over his books, 
Faseot Thanksgiving Day in pouring over them, 
More than once I threw them aside in disgust, 
but finally I unraveled them andeverytting was 
plain. It was rumored last night that they had 
ascheme to circumvent us, but I suppose the 
rumor was based on nothing tangible, as Wilson: 
spoke quite freely to-day.”

DISCLOSURES AND CHARGES. 

The personal account books that Mone 
mouth B. Wilson was so gingerly about turm 
ing over tothe Senate investigating committe¢ 
until compelled to doso under pressure of an 
indictment for contempt by the Grand Jury, 
were taken to Senator Gibbs’s house dur« 
ing the Thanksgiving recess. Wiaile they 
were there the Senator and Lawyer Mil- 
ler looked them over. Before the commit- 
tee met yesterday Mr. Wilson was informed 
that unless he came forward and told the 
whole truth about his deal with Gen, Alexander 
Shaler in purchasing sites for new armories the 
indictment hanging over him would not be 
withdrawn. Mr. Wilson was convinced also 
that a confession from him would, after all, only 
be a saving of time; tnat with information 
garnered from his check book and from other 
sources witnesses could and would be calied ta 
prove beyond a doubt the bargain made between 
himself and Gen. Shaicr.

welfth Regimens plot. Yetit was proved by 
Mr. Schell'’s books yesterd: that from May to 
November, 1884, during which time the armory 
property was under consiGeration, he loaned 
‘Wilson ao Credited against this sum was 
the $2,080 commission, which Mr. Schell admit- 
ted he had entered on the book since the com- 
mittee began its work. For the balance, $5,420, 
he held Wilson's memorandum checks, which, 
powers, he had never sent to the bank for col- 
ection. 

“Did you get these checks at the time you 
made the loans or since this committee has-been 
sitting ?” inquired Senator Gibbs. 

“I believe [ gotthem at the time the loans 
were made,” said Mr. Schell. 

“Then why haven’t you collected them,” 
asked Mr. Miller. 

“ T did not know whether Mr. Wilson had the 
money in the bank or not. I believe I did send 
down last May and ask him topaythem. He 
has not paid any of them yet.” 

** Now, as a matter of fact, Mr. Schell, did you 
not agree to give Wilson all he could get for the 
property above the $200,000 you asked, and 
were not these * loans’ to set off the $8,000 that 
he did get?” 

“Oh, no,” said Mr, Schell, “ there was nothing 
of the kind. [ regarded the loans as separate 
transactions.” 

He said further that he had Joaned Wilson 
money before the armory transactions were 
talked of, but he had never made any record of 
iton his books. The testimony developed also 
that Wilson sent Mr. Schell the receipt for his 
commission several days before the Armory 
Board announced that it had decided upon the 
property. - 

A stenographer hurried to Mayor Grace's 
office with a transcript of Wilson’s testimony. 
When the examination was finished Lawyer 
Miller followed him. It is probable that the 
Mayor knew in advance what it was expected 
that Wilson would say, for in a comparatively 
short time speciiic charges of misconduct against 
Gen. Shalcr were formulated and in the hands 
of the printer. The communication was dated 
at the Mayor's office and addressed to Gen. 
Shaler as President of the Board of Heaith. 
“You are hereby notified,” it said at 
the outset, **that an opportunity will be afford- 
ed you to be heard at the Mayor’s office in the 
City Hall on Monday, the 7th day of December, 
1885, at 11 o’clock in the forenoon, as to why you 
should not be removed from the office of Pres- 
ident of the Department or Board of Health of 
the City of New-York.” 

The first charge preferred by the Mayor ac- 
muses Gen. Shaler of becoming directly or in- 
firectly interested in the purchase of certain 
real estate bought and paid for by the city 
through the Armory Board while he was in the 
employment of the city and at the head of one 
of the departments; that he was directly or in- 
directly interested in the contracts for the sale 
of the property to the city, all of which was 
fone by him “knowingly and in violation of 
the statutes in such case made and pro- 
vided,” and in violation of his oath and 
duty asa public officer. Tosupport this charge 
the Mayor refers Gen, Shaler to his interest with 
Monmouth B. Wilson in getting the city to 

urchase the Twelfth Regiment plot, 20 lots, in 

Jinth-avenue, between Sixty-first and Sixty- 
second streets. This property was purchased 
from Edward Schell for $204,000, on or about 
Oct. 18, 1884. The Mayor refers also tothe Gen- 
eral’s interest with Monmouth B. Wilson in 
turning over to the city the plot for the Twen- 
ty-second Regiment Armory, Sixty-seventh and

The 
Mayor saysthat Wilson acted as an agent or 
broker in the sale of these lands, getting ** $20,000 
more or less”; in commissions therefor, ‘in 
which said commissious or brokerages,” he 
writes to Gen. Shaler, ** you were in violation of 
jaw and of your duty as an officer a party ininter- 
est, partner, co-owner, and participant, and a 
part of which said commission or brokerage 
you did actually receive from M. B. Wilson, di- 
rectiy or indirectly, and a part of which was 
with your knowledge and consent used and 
paid over by M. LB. Wilson for ang appropriated 
to your individualand personal benefit in the 
extinguishment of your individual and personal 
debts.” 

In the second charge the Mayor flatly accuses 
Gen. Shaler of a fraud upon the city io convert- 
ing public property to bisown use. ‘The specifica- 
tions for this charge recapitulate the circum- 

tances of the armory site purchases. Gen. 

haier’s complicity with Wilson, and his share of 
the commissions. “ All of which said sums of 
money.” the Mayor writes to the General, 
““which you received directly or indirectly of 
Monmouth B. Wilson as aforesaid, were 
received and taken by you in fraud of the

“And that your vote, opinion, judg- 
ment, and action in joining with the 
board in the recommendation of the gale 
to and purchase by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Commonaity of the city of New-York, of the 
land hereinbefore described, was influenced, se- 
tured, and obtained, directly or indirectly, by 
Virtue of the fact that you were fraudulent! 

nd unlawfully interested with Monmouth B. 

ilson in the commission or brokerage which 
he was to receive and did receive from the sev- 
eral owners of the land, and that Monmouth B. 
Wilson acted as agent or broker with your ad- 
vice, suggestion. knowledge, and consent.” 

When the Senate committee first made casual 
inquiry intojthe purchases of land by the Armory 
Board it never expected to unearth such a state 
of things as is now a matter of record. But 
a little explanatory testimony from Gen. 
Sbaier at a meeting of the committee on Sépt. 
8, with a view to gathering up a few fag ends 
of evidence opened a wide field of inquiry. The 
General said, among other things, that no brok- 
ers at all had figured in the transactions, 
and that $208,000 was the lowest figure 
that Edward Schell would‘{take for the 
Twelfth Regiment Armory site. The publica- 
tion of this testimony induced some brokers to 
call on Lawyer Miller and inform him that 
brokers had a great deal to do with the pur- 
chases of the armory sites, and that the Tweifth 
Regiment plot had been offered to Col. Cruger 
for an armory site for $200,000. Col. Cruger was 
called, and admitted this to be the fact. 

The testimony of the next few days revealed 
that Monmouth B. Wilson, Superintendent of 
the Fire Patrol, figured conspicuously as a 
broker in all three pieces of property sold to the 
Armory Board, and that other brokers were 
suing him for not dividing the commissions. 
When Mr. Wilson was called before the com- 
mittee he lost his temper. He admitted 
that he had sold the armory _prop- 
erty to the city through his influence with Gen. 
Shaler, and that he had received commissions 
from the owners of the property, but he would 
not produce his checkbook and bank pass book, 
hor would he divulge other information that 
ow Senators thought it necessary to have.

TOIMPROVE ALBANY'S WATER SUPPLY. 

Aupany, Noy. 30:—The Special Water 
Commission, consisting of Judge Samuel Hand, 
Dr. Albert Vanderveer, Archibald McClure, and 
Owen Golden, appointed by the last Legislature 
to secure some plan of improving the city’s -wa- 


ter supply, presented the results of their six 
months’ investigations to the Common Council 
to-night. They unanimously recommend the 
adoption of the driven well aystem on the sand 
plains north of the city, near Pieasure Island, at 
acost of $450,000 for furnishing the million gal- 
lons daily, This is practically the same plan 
as is now in operation in Brooklyn. The 
water from the driven wells proves to be harder 
than that at present taken from the Hudson 
River opposite the city, but not sufficiently so 
to be offensive. The river water in use was 
proved by chemical and biological tests made by 
Prof. Leeds, of Stevens Institute, to be as pure 
and wholesome as that used in most cases, and 
to rank as high as water taken from the Mo- 
hawk or the Hudson above Troy. In case the 
Common Council does not approveof the driven 
weil scheme, the commission recommend as an 
alternative plan the improvement of the pres- 
ent Hudson River water by filtering at a cost of 
$250,000.

CAPTURED AN ALLIGATOR. 

ELLENVILLE, Nov. 30.—Canalers some- 
times see queer things. Kelly Cook, of El- 
lenyille, runs a boat on the Delaware and Hud- 
son Canal during the boating season. One-day 
last week, while passing over the twelve-mile 
level, he noticed something in the water about 
50 yards ahead swimming toward his boat. Call- 
ing the steersman, the two at once set about 
devising means to capture the curiosity, as they 
called it.

The venerable 
William Wood, of the Board of Education, spoke 
to the sentiment “The Land We Liveln.” Mr. 
Wood said it was 57 years ago yesterday since 
he joined the St. Andrew's Society.

across the North River in a wheelbarrow. 
James Fraser responded tothe toast ** Scotland 
and Her Songs.”

MR. SQUIRE’S WORD TAKEN. 

The Board of Aldermen yesterday con- 
sidered the provisional estimates for 1886 as 
agreed to by the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment. The law provides that the estimates 
must pass tha scrutiny of the Aldermen, who 
may change the amounts provisionally allowed, 
but whose action can be nullified by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment in making up 
the final estimates, Public Works Commissioner 
Squire sat beside the presiding oflicer, Vice- 
President Jachne. Thesumof $5,000-which had 
been set apart to defray the expenses of the re-

Jones’s youngest child died from what was 
supposed to be virulent measles, commonly 
known as ** black measies.”*» On Sunday his wife, 
their son John, aged 19, and their daughters 
Catharine and Lizzie, developed symptoms of 
smallpox, and they were removed to the River- 
side Hospital yesterday.

P. F. Maguire his United States bonds, stolen’ 
from the Fayette: National Bank five years ago. 
Henry W. White, the-general bookkeeper-of the 
bank, was.acoused.of tne theft. of these-and 


- other-seourities, and was:arrested.> On his first 


trial the jury disagreed, and:on: the-second he: 
was convicted and sentenced to two years in the 
penitentiary, but secured a new trial, which 
has been postponed from time to time, 
and comes up again in court to-morrow. 
A few days ago George Kinkead, a prominent 
lawyer, attempted negotiations with the bank 
‘and otherjparties, and peniappronaned Maguire 
offering him five United States bonds o $1,000 
each. To-day Maguire, summoned before the 
Grand Jury, told of Kinkead's offer to sell the 
bonds for $4,500, now worth $7,000. Kinkead 
being summoned admitted the conversation 
with Maguire, but refused to tell for whom he 
acted, on thesground of privileged communica- 
tion between attorney and olient. Arguments 
were made before the court this afternoon, W. 
Cc. P. Breckenridge defending Kinkead’s refusal, 
and the Commonwealth's Attorney Bronslon in- 
sisting that he should establish his relation as 
attorney befor claiming privilege assuch. The 
court reserved its decision. 

The bonds offered are a portion of a lot of se- 
curities worth $14,000 stolen from the Fayette 
National Bank, part of which were recovered, 
The bank compromised with Maguire for 50 per 
cent. of his loss, and this was one reason that 
Maguire refused to treat for the bonds. White 
was convicted principally on the evidence of W. 
J. Dunlap, a Cincinnati broker, who testified that 
White sold him certain Oincinnati Southern 
Railway bonds stolen at the time. One 
bond was sold at Hot Springs, Ark., 
but Bruner, the manager of the bank, refused to 
state who sold it to him. The other bonds have 
never been offered until lately. The case is 
aoowary complicated. Judge Morton, who 
decides the question before the court, was senior 
counsel for White, while Bronslon, the Common- 
wealth’s Attorney, isa partner of Kinkead, who 
refuses to answer before the Grand jury; 
and G. W. Darnall, who brought suit for 
Maguire against the bank, is a brother-in-law 
of Kinkead, and was associated with him 
in prosecuting White. It is understood that a 
prominent family here are implicated, which ac- 
counts probably for the fact that the affair has 
been kept quict for five years. The decision of 
the court on the point now under consideration 
must have an important bearing on White's 
case, and if he is innocent it will put one in his 
place whose arrest will cause a greater sensation 
than. did that of White.

FOR PUNISHING HER PUPIL. 





A SCHOOL TEACHER FINED FOR USING THE 
RATTAN, 

Sr. Lours, Mo., Nov. 80.—A .corpulent 
lady of mature age, who gave her name as Eliza 
C. Dunham, and who explained that she was the 
Principal of the Laclede School, was tried in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this morning on a 
charge of assault and battery preferred by 
Joseph Meinz, a 9-year-old boy, whom she casti- 
gated with a rattan onthe li7thinst. The first 
witness examined was the boy Meinz, who testi- 
fled that he throw ink on another boy's copy- 
book during the writing exercise and was 
beaten by the defendant, who used a rattan 
about as thick as histhumb. She hurt him bad- 
ly when she hit him. During the whipping he 
tried to evade the rattan, but Mrs. Dunham held 
him tightly by the arm and hecould not escape. 
Mrs. Meinz said that her boy came home from 
school with his face showing marks of recent 
pe ony She thought he had been beaten 
vy other boys while on his way home, but he 
told her that Mrs. Dunham had punished him. 
She examined the boy’s body and found that it 
bore marks of a severe beating, the skin being 
split in several places, so that the blood nearly 
came through. His right ear was also cut. 

5 Acting Judge Paxon said that, while there was 
no question of the rights of teachers to punish 
children, still it was a question whether in this 
cage an improper use of the power had not 


been made. Judging from the evidence it 
seemed to himthat the defendant had gone a 
little'too far in her exercise of the power of pun- 
ishment, and he would impose a fine of $1 and 
costs—a,decision which very seriously changed

ut to work as a laborer to make room for Peter 
‘lanagan, a driver of one of the Knickerbocker 
Ico Company’s wagons in Brooklyn. Foley's 
transfer is looked upon as equivalent 
to a dismissal or a ermanent sus- 
pension. He has been in the _ district 
for several years, and bears the reputation of a 
careful, faithful, and reliable worker. Heis a 
veteran of the war of the rebellion, having 
served three years in the Army of e Poto- 
mac and having received an honorable dis- 
charge. Flanagan has had no experience in the 
district, never having carried a bag of sugar or 
weighed a butt of jute in his life. He was ap- 
pointed to office on the urgent recommendation 
ot several Brooklyn Democrats, prominent 
among whom, it is said, was ex-Weigher George 
H. Sterling. 

This action on the part of Weigher O’Brien 
gave color tothe story started several days pre- 
vious that, in spite of tne manner of O’Brien’s 
appointment by competitive examination and 
his consequent inclinations toward civil service 
reform, the patronage of the Brooklyn customs 
district would be dispensed by the Democratic 
ward politicians through ex-Weigher Sterling. 
Since hisappointment Weigher O’Brien has been 
very intimate with Mr, Sterling. During the 

ast week Mr. O’Brien and Mr. Sterling have 

een in each other’s company in places of pub- 
lic resort nearly every evening, and have mani- 
fested toward each other a degree of xttachment 
usually seen onl onan riends of 
years’ standing. his nas led 
ed peopie to observe that Mr. O’Brien had been 
won over by the Brooklyn ward politicians 
through the agene of Sterling. 

The most significant fact vending to show 
Weigher O'’Brien’s newly acquired relations 
with the Kings County ward politicians was a 
conversation between O’Brien and Sterling and 
several other shining lights of Brooklyn tocal 
politics in a saloon on lton-street one evon- 
ing last week. The conversation had for its 
subject the disposal of the patronage of 
the Brooklyn Customs District. Mr, Ster- 
ling and his friends were unanimously 
of the opinion that the bulk of the 
places at the disposal of the Weigher should be 
given to deserving Democratic workers in the 
river wards; the rest might go to the wards in 
the heart of the oity. eigber O’Brien is said 
to have approved of this arrangement and to 
have remarked: “I am a stranger in Kin 
County, gentlemen, having lived here only 
about four months, and in this matter I will 
have to be guided by what you gentlemen say.” 

This declaration met with a gracious 
from Sterling and his friends. Mr. 
friendship for Sterling is supposed to date from 
the middle of November, just prior to the,pub- 
lication of the result of the competitive exam- 
ination from which Mr, O*Brien came outat the 
head of the list. Aday or two before it was 
publicly known that Mr. O'Brien had received 
the appointment he is reported to have said: 
“*I’m sorry I went into this thing. I wouldn't 
have done it had I thought much over it. Ster- 
ling ought to have the place by all means. He's 
aright good fellow, and should have some reo- 
ognition.” 

Veigher O*Brion’s motives in thus 
into the hands of the ward politicians of Brook- 
lyn are unknown, It is said by persons who 
have watched the thing with uncommon inter- 
est that Mr. O’Brien has nothing to gain, but 
everything to lose, by his surrender to the poli- 
ticians. He is not known in Brooklyn politics, 
having been only a short time in the city; he has 
no political debts to pay to Brooklyn campaign 
workers, because he is indebted to no one but 
himself for his office.

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EXPLOSION IN AN ICEHOUSE. 

The icehouse of Thomas Laughran, a 
wholesale butcher, which is situated on the pier 
at the foot of Vesey-street, near the West Wash- 
ington Market, was closed on Saturday night 
and remained shut upallday Sunday. Shortly 


after 4 o'clock yesterday morning Patrick 
Gurry, of No. 431 West Forty-second-street, an 
employe of Laughran, and August Meyer, a re- 
tail butcher, of No. 179 Delancey-street, entered 
the place, which was in darkness,and Gurry 
struck a match to light the gas. Immediately 
there was a flashot flame and a loud explo- 
sion, which in the stillness of the morning 
could be heard for several blocks. A crowd of 
marketmen hastened to the spot and were quick- 
ly followed by Hook and Ladder Compan y No. 10. 
The fire, which was of a trifling nature, was 
quickly extinguished, Gurry and Meyer, who 
were standing in the doorway when the explo- 
sion occurred, were thrown a considerable dis- 
tance. Their faces were slightly burned and 
they were considerably bruised and shaken up. 
They were taken to the Chambers-Street Hos- 
pital, and after having their injuries attended to 
went home. The sky — of the icehouse was 
blown out and other damage was done to the 
amount of $200. The explosion is believed to 
have been caused by the ignition of illuminating 
gas, Which had escaped from aleak inthe plpe 
and which filled the icehouse.

WORK OF THE POLICE JUSTICES. 
The Police Justices were to have met 
last evening at Jefferson Market Police Court to 
take action upon their annual report. Justices 
Gorman, Kilbreth, Power, Welde, and Smith 
were present, but a quorum not being present a 
special meeting was called for the evening of 
Dec. 10.

A BLOW AT THE SCALPERS. 

CuricAGo, Nov. 30.—The agreement re-~ 
cently entered into between the General Passen- 
ger Agents of the various roads running 
east from this city will go into effect to- 
morrow, and it is expected that hereafter 
passenger rates to the Hast will be more 
firmly maintained than they have been 
heretofore. The rate remains on the basis 
of $17 from Chicago to New-York, but 
Western connections will be no _ longer 
permitted to base their rates on the seventeen- 
dollar rate, but will be required to pro 
rata on a twenty-dollar rate. This, it is 
believed, will break up the combina- 
tion between Western ticket agents and 
scalpers whereby the former, by dividing their 
commissions with the scatpers, enabled the 
latter to cut the rerular $17 rate from Chicago. 
Any tickets found in this market at cut rates 
will have to be redeemed by the line over which 
the tickets read at full tariff rate. 
The success of the new agreement will 
depend greatly upon the co-operation of 
the Western roads. If the latter should re- 
fuse to make their basing rate $20, but 
sell tickets only to Chicago, the Eastern 
roads would be subjected to considerable an- 
noyance. It is the opinion, however, that tho 
Western roads will co-operate with the Eastern 
lines, as the former are asking similar protection 
of the Eastern lines on west-bound businesa. 


STORM KING BRIDGE PLANS. 
Newson, N. Y., Nov. 80.—General Man- 


ager Charles H, Swan, of Boston, of the Storm 
King Bridge Company, andaparty of railroad 
capitalists from the Southwest arrived at Corn- 
wall on Saturday afternoon, from which place 
they rode in carriages over the surveyed line of 
the proposed railroad from the base of the 
Storm King Mountain to the line of the 
Erie Railroad near Greyoourt. Members of 
the party ezpressed themselves as much pleased 
with the country, approved of the route as sur- 
veyed, and predicted for the road and bridge a 
heavy traffic. On Sunday morning the party 
crossed to the eastside of the Hudson River and 
were driven over the new survey on the east 
bank, running through Putnam County to 
Browster’s, striking that place at about grade.

FUND BAW NOT ADEQUATE 
TO ACCOMPLISH THE OBJECT SOUGHT— 
CONDITION OF THE PACIFICO ROADS. 

Wasurraron, Nov. 30.—The annual’ report ot 
thec test fRailroadsshowsthat the sinking 
funds-of the Union-and-Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
panties, held by the Treasurer of the United States un- 
der the act of May 7,.1878, amounted to $8,560,807. On 

June 80, 1885, the Union Pacific haa to its credit 

$5,522,843, and the Central Pacific $3,038,463. The 





‘premiums paid on account of investments for the 


Union Pacifico amounted to $850:795, while the interest 
on its sinking fund investments to June 80, 1885, 
amounted to-$210,558. In theseven years since 1873, 
says the Commissioner, only the sum of $8,560,807 
has been paid into the sinking fund, which has 
produced in interest but $487,524. This proves, 
in his opinion, that the law of 1878 can- 
not accomplish the object intended—that of 
furnishing a sum sufficient to paythe debts due from 
the Pacific Railroad Companies tothe United States. 
It is therefore suggested that it might be alike advan- 
tageous to the Government and tothe companies to 
substitute for the present law one fixing an annual or 
semi-annual payment by the companies concerned, 
which should extinguish their debts to the Government 
ina reasonable time, as proposed by the two bills in- 
troduced in the Senate last year by Senator Hoar. The 
total debt of the railroad companies on June 30, 1835, 
Minding Kansas Pradey pee ciner BBS CON EID a 
interest, $35,111,024; total debt, $68,651.438.

Union Pacific, $3,115,184. The excess of  in- 
terest paid by the United States after crediting 
amounts reimbursed by the several companies, was 
as follows; Paid on account Union Pacific. $35,116,- 
924; on account Central Pacific, $28,463,485: on ac- 
count Sioux City and Pacific, $1,659,895: on aceount 
central branch Union Pacific, $1,741,806, or a total 
of $66,976,912, which, after deducting credits, leaves 
the excess of interest paid by the United States 
$88,003,911. Tne Commissioner criticises the mode 
of keeping the accounts of the Kansas Pacific Kail- 
road Company, saying that they do not give an up- 
proximation to the actual net earnings of its "un- 
aided” part,5 per cent. of which is due to the Goy- 
ernment, and that the Government has been recetving 
far less than its dues, 

The Commissioner points to the fact that more than 
$20,000,000 credited tothe Pacific railroads now lies 
idle in the Treasury, a judicious investment of which 
would be of great benefit to those concerned. He, 
therefore, recommends that the attention of Congress 
be called to the matter. tie also suggests that the 
Kansas Pacific, Sioux City and Pacific, and Central 
Branch Union Pacific be included in the provisions of 
the law of May 7, 1878, creating sinking funds for the® 
Pacific railroads. The financial condition of the sev.

After mature consideration, and with the approval 
of Seoretary Lamar, Gen. Johnston, Commissioner of 
Railroads, has promulgated the following important 
rules governing the submission of reports by the land 
grant railroad companies:

OrviICE OF THE COMMISSIONER OF RAILROADS, 

WASHINGTON, D. ©., Nov. 27, 1888. 5 

By virtue of the authority vested in the Commis, 
sioner of Railroads by the third section of the act of 
June 19, 1873, by and underthe direction and with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Interior, J do hereby 
prescribe the following system of sworn “reports to 
be rendered’’ to me by “the railroad companies whos¢ 
roads are in whole or in part west, north, or south of 
the Missouri River, and to which the United States 
have granted any loan of credit or subsidy in bonds or 
lands,” which system is to take effect on and after the 
Sist day of December, 1885: 

- Anbual report to be returned to the Commis. 
sioner of Railroads, to be made on or before the ist 
day of February of each year, and to include busines: 
to the 81st of December in the year next preceding, in 
accordance with form hereto annexed marked * A.” 

Il. Semi-annual report, embracing the whole earn- 
ings of each road and the whole earnings of each 
branch, the net earnings of each road and the net 
earnings of each branch. The items of charge which 
make the difference between the gross earnings of 
each road and its net earnings, and of each branch and 
its net earnings, specitically snowing the items com- 

osing such difference, and in other respects according 

o the- form hereto annexed marked “* B.” 

III. A monthly report, between the Ist and 15th o! 
each month, showing the gross and net earnings of 
each road during the lust preceding month, 

IV. Where a portion or auy road is subsidized and a 
portion not subsidized, a separate account and repor 
of the actual gross and net earnings of the subsidize 
portion of the road and the actual gross and net 
earnings of the non-subsidized part, according to rules 
1, 2, and 8 ang forms A and B. 

Vv. A report, at least 10 days in advance of each 
meeting or the stocknolders, marred yo distinctly what 
business isto be done or submitted for actionat such 


meeting. 

VILA rapes. to be made at least 10 days before each 
meeting of the Directors, with a full and specific state- 
ment of all business to be submitted to such board. 

VII. A report, tobe made at least three days in ad. 
vance of each meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Board of Directors, with 4 full statement of al! 
business to be submitted to such committee. 

Vill. A report of the minutes of each meeting of 
the stockholders within 10 days after the adjournment 
of such meeting. 

IX. A full seaport of the minutes of each meeting of 
the Board of Directors, to be returned within 10 days 
after the adjournment of such meeting, including 
names of the Diractors present, and how each voted. 

X._A full report of the minutes of each meeting of 
the Executive Committee, to be submitted within 1 
days after adjournment, including the names of Di- 
rectors present and how each voted. 

I. A quarterly report of the rates charged during 
each quarter, within 15 days after the close of the 
quarter, for passengers and traffic on each road an 
each of its branches, both as to through and loca 
traffic on each and the portion of road or roads to 
which such rate or rates applied, 

XII. A distinct and full report of all special rates, if 
any, to whom allowed: algo all, if any, rebates of 
drawbacks and to whom, and the aggregate amount o 
each, to be returned within 15 days after the close o 
each quarter. 

XIII. All contracts made with any other railroad or 
transportation company or companies within 10 days 
after sach contract is made, with a copy of the con- 
tract if in writing, witha full statement thereof if in 
parole. - BE. JOHNSTON,

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, in this city, fair, slightly 
warmer weather, followed by rain. 





Mr. Morrison announces that he shall 
favor the proposition to distribute the ap- 
propriation bills among the various com- 
mittees of the House having charge of the 
interests for which the bills provide. 
One of his reasons for favoring this 
change is to relieve the Appropria- 
tions Committee of part of a bur- 
den which he considers too great, but 
he does not conceal! the fact that his desire 
to clip Mr. RanDaLL’s wings also incites 
him to this course. It would be natural 
for Mr. RaNDALL on personal grounds to 
oppose this proposed abridgment of the 
powers of a committee of which he hopes 
to be Jhairman, but there is an- 
other reason, more potent still, which 
will insure his determined _ hostility 
to the change To _ distribute the 
appropriation bills, as proposed, would 
almost certainly result in a substantial in- 
crease in the authorized annual expendi- 
tures of the Government, for half a dozen 
committees would unquestionably be 
more extravagant than one. But if the 
expenditures are materially increased 
there will be little or no room for a re- 
duction in the customs revenues, and as 
Mr. RANDALL has recently become a con- 
vert to tariff reform, such a gloomy pros- 
pect would be inexpressibly painful to him. 

















The old question of the financial rela- 
fation of the Government to the Pacific 
Railroads is brought up in the annual re- 
port of Railroad Commissioner JOHN- 
STON. The indebtedness of the companies 
to the Government continues to increase, 
iand the provision made by law for its liqui- 
dation becomes more and more manifestly 
inadequate. The accrued interest largely 
exceeds the principal, and after offset- 
ting all credits, the amount due to the 
Government is in excess of $102,000,000.

The books of the Agricultural Bureau 
confirm FRANK THoMA’s story about the 
way in which the chief clerk paid to his 
employer $900 of the people’s money upon 
the fraudulent pretense that the young 
man was earning it. Morrow admits 
that he procured THoMa’s appointment 
and received his salary, But THoma is 
not the only man who has drawn a salary 
month after month in Washington without 
working for it. As a rule persons favored 
in that way have not given the facts to 
the public. Tsaoma breaks the rule. If 
the people knew how many worthless 
men they have supported in Washing- 
ton without receiving any return for their 
money they would be amazed.

But when it is im- 
possible to enforce the laws against those 
who directly steal the people’s money, 
one cannot expect that those who get it 
by conspiring to defraud will be punished,

In the dearth of patronage now at the 
disposal of the Board of Aldermen it is 
said that there wiil be a lively contest 
among the members of the new board for 
places on the Railroad Committee. There 
would be a significant confession in such 
a contest. This committee has control of 
no patronage, and has no legitimate source 
of advantage for its members, but it 


will have to examine into and report 
upon applications for franchises for street 
railroads. A desire to be placed upon it 
seems toimply that there is something to 
be gained, or is it merely a burning zeal 


on the part of the public-spirited persons 


who are elected to the board to protect 


the interests of the people against the 
schemes of the grasping corporations ?

The facts and figures published in Tur 
Times this morning regarding the annual 
hospital collection now about to be en- 
tered upon among the trades are of a very 
general interest. The figures show that 
the associated hospitals last year cared for 
more than 9,000 bed patients, while those 
who received medical aid through the 
outdoor departments and dispensaries 
connected with these hospitals aggregat- 
ed to the enormous figure of 110,000. A 
fact of special interest to‘the trades is 
that all moneys contributed by any par- 
ticular trade are set apart on the books of 
the Treasurer of the association, and may 
be drawn against for the support of any 
patient recommended by any contributor 
through such trade. To give effect to 
this reciprocal feature, the association has 
established a general agency at No. 79 
Fourth-avenue, and any communication 
addressed there by any contributor re- 
specting the care of any sick person will 
receive immediate attention at the hands 
of the General Agent. This feature of 
the work should commend itself to all 
classes in the trades, both employers and 
employés. 








THE CASE OF GEN. SHALER. 

Gen. ALEXANDER SHALER, President of 
the Board of Health of this city, is placed 
to-day in a most humiliating position be- 
fore the public. Not only has the Mayor 
presented charges against him for mal- 
feasance in office and cited him to a hear- 
ing on the question of his removal, but he 
has been placed under arrest with a view 
to judicial proceedings against him for 
the same offense. Unfortunately there is 
too much reason to believe that the 
charges can be sustained, in which case 
Gen. SHALER may not only be removed 
from office in disgrace, but may be subject 
to a severe criminal penalty. 

The charges of the Mayor are very sim- 
ple, and cover three separate offenses 
against the law, involved in a single offi- 
cial transaction. As Major-General of the 
First Division of the National Guard of 
this State Gen. SHALER was made by law 
a member of the commission to select and 
purchase for the city three sites for 
armories. It has been shown in the testi- 
mony taken by the Senate investigating 
committee that a much larger amount 
was paid for these sites than the land was 
worth or the sellers received. An agent, 
a known friend of Gen. SHALER, acted 
as an intermediary in effecting the 
purchase and sale, and received an 
extravagant commission from the sellers. 
Evidence was produced showing that this 
agent shared his extraordinary profits 
with Gen. SHALER through the process of 
paying a mortgage amounting to $9,000 on 
property owned by him. This, of course, 
could not have been done without his 
knowledge and consent, and was a con- 
sideration for his action on the Armory 
Board in making the purchases for the 
city. Owing to his position as Major- 
General in the National Guard the other 
members of the board, the Mayor and 
Commissioner of Public Works, deferred 
to his judgment in deciding upon the sites 


tually made through his controlling influ- 
ence, 

In receiving consideration for his action 
while executing this important trust he 
was guilty of three separate violations of 
law. While an officer of the corporation 
of the city he became interested in con- 
tracts for the purchase of property for its 
use; he converted public property to his 
own use by permitting money paid by the 
city to be appropriated to his personal 
benefit; and while in the employment of 
the City Government he accepted a “‘ gift, 
promise, or undertaking to make the same” 
under an agreement or understanding 
that his ‘‘ vote, opinion, judgment, or ac- 
tion should be influenced thereby.” All 
these are distinct and specific offenses 
defined by law and subjecting the offender 
to criminal proceedings and severe penal- 
ties. 

The case is a peculiarly sad one. Gen. 
SHaLER has an honorable record as a 
soldier and a citizen. He has stood high 
in the public estimation and been intrust- 
ed with important official duties, civil and 
military, and he has reached an age when 
he might expect to enjoy at least the re- 
spect and good opinion of his fellow-men. 
But if he is proved to have betrayed the 
public trust for gain he has forfeited all 
this and invited the shame and disgrace 
which threaten to cloud the closing years 
of his life. Nobody can regard such a 
spectacle with any feeling but sorrow, and 
yet the lesson is the more impressive for 
the honorable position which the offender 
has held in the community. That posi- 
tion ought not to shield him from con- 
demnation or from punishment. There 
needs to be the sternest exaction of the 
penalties for such betrayals of public 
trust in a community like this, where 
men have to be intrusted with great in- 
terests, and where we are peculiarly 
liable to this kind of official plundering. 
No doubt there are others more guilty 
who have concealed their transactions 
more skillfully and successfully, and the 
offenses of others may have been more 
the result of deliberate rascality and less 


that of weakness than his, but these 


are distinctions of which neither law 
nor public policy can take note. In any 
case that is uncovered and of which proof 
is produced nothing but the sternest ex- 


action of the penalties provided is to be 
thought of. We wish that there might 


yet be a chance for Gen. SHALER to 
clear himself of these grave accusations 
before the tribunals that are to judge 


him, but of this there seems to be little 
hope. If through weakness or cupidity 


he has beert guilty of the misdemeanors 
charged against him the public welfare 
demands that he should suffer the bitter 
consequences. 














THE SILVER FABLE IN ENGLAND. 


Sarnte-BEvve was of the opinion that 
history was in great part a set of fables 
which people agree to believe in. This 
is apparently the view taken by some 


of the advocates of the silver dollar, and 


for a long time they have been busily 
engaged in persuading people to agree 
to believe in the fable that silver was 
*“ demonetized’’ surreptitiously in the 
United States with the hope that they 
may thus ultimately obtain a place for 
the fable in accepted history. Their 
efforts in this country were for a time 
attended with a certain degree of suc- 
cess. As there were many people 
whose pecuniary interest it was to 
spread the fable and many more who 
found political advantage in doing so, 
and a certain number of enthusiasts who 
by the nature of their minds prefer fable 
to fact as a basis to their theories because 
it is cheaper and more convenient, this 
particular fable got a considerable cur- 
rency. But it was such a very weak in- 
vention, and was so completely opposed 
toa great array of facts established by a 
variety of authentic and impregnable 
evidence supplied by the records of Con- 
gress and of the Treasury Department, 
that it was driven from the field shortly 
after it became prominent enough to 
attract attention. 

It seems, however, that the attempt to 
rehabilitate it, and give it another chance 
to harden into history is being renewed 
in England, where it happens to fit in 
very nicely with the plans of the silver 
party. By some means incomprehensible 
to well informed Americans, the special 
agent in this work of manufacturing his- 
torical brick without the straw of fact is 
one who calls himself ‘ the Hon. ALEX- 
ANDER DeL Mar,” and who appears to be 
the same person who has been vari- 
ously known in this country as ALEX- 
ANDER DELMAR and ‘‘ SANDY DELMER.” 
He is referred to in a recent article 
in the Nineteenth Century as ‘‘an 
authority on currency subjects in Amer- 
ica,’ which he certainly is not and 
never was. If it were worth while, the 
record of Mr. DeLMaR in the Treasury 
Department could be cited to show that 
he is entitled to no credit whatever on 
matters into which figures enter, but it is 
more to the present purpose to show his 
entire untrustworthiness in his, particular 
statements regarding the demonetization 
of silver. Inarecent number of the Jour- 
nal of the London Bankers’ Institute, the 
following remarks are attributed to him, 
Referring to Mr. JoHN Jay KNox, who 
was Deputy Controller of the Currency at 
the time, Mr. DELMAR says: 

“ He induced the Director of the Mint, a gen- 
tleman quite innocent of any knowledge of 
monetary history, to draw up a codified Mint 
law to supersede the numerous existing laws on 
the subject. and to offer the same to Congress. 
The code was accepted and passed by Congress 
without any suspicion on its part, and without 
any notice to the people that it involved an im- 
portant change, or, indeed, that it involved any 
change at all in the law. But it did. By sur- 
reptitiously omitting the word ‘dollar’ in the list 
of silver coins which the Mint was authorized 
to coin upon the application of holders of 
bullion it foully degraded and demonetized that 
coin, the only silver coin previously open to un- 
limited and gratuitous coinage. It did not de- 
monetize the outstanding silver dollars. They 
remained as before, legal tenders to any amount. 
But it omitted to provide for the coinage of any 
more of them, and so substantially demonetized 
silver and destroyed the double standard of 
America. In the following year, when this 
garbled mint law was incorporated in the Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, it was still 
further garbled by surreptitiously degrading 
the legal tender functions of the outstanding sil- 
ver dollars to $5 in any one payment. Its de-

were not those of American statesmen. The 
people had no knowledge of them. Their rulers 
had no voice in them. They were done by in- 
trigue—an intrigue which I more than fear had 
its origin on this side of the ocean. No suspi- 
cion of what had been done, no discovery of the 
momentous change that had been thus secretly 
and treacherously effected took place until 1875, 
when I made the discovery of it myself. Hav- 
ing discovered the wrong, I took immediate 
steps to set it right, and these steps resulted in 
an elaborate presentation of the subject to the 
public, the formation of the Monetary Commis- 
sion, and eventually in the passage of the Bland 
act.” 


Now, these are the facts, perfectly 
known in the United States, to which we 
call the attention of English writers who 
may have any occasion to refer to them: 
On April 25, 1870, the Hon. Grorae S. 
BouTWELL, Secretary of the Treasury, sent 
to the Senate Committee on Finance a re- 
port of Mr. KNox, accompanying “a bill 
revising the laws relative to the Mint, 
&c.” This report (Senate Mis. Doc. No. 
182, 41st Con., 2d Sess., p. 11,) says: ‘‘ The 
coinage of the silver dollar piece, the his- 
tory of which is here given, is discon- 
tinued in the proposed bill.” The bill, 
after discussion, passed the Senate Jan. 
10, 1871, and, after amendment, passed 
the House May 27, 1872. It was returned 
to the Senate, and again passed that 
body, with some changes, Jan. 17, 
1873. It then went to a conference 
committee and became a law finally Feb. 
12, 1878, nearly three years after its intro. 
duction. During that time the bill was 
called to the attention of Congress in 
three annual reports of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, was printed thirteen times 
by order of Congress, was considered at 
length by the Finance Committee of the 
Senate and the Coinage Committee of the 
House through five different sessions, and 
was debated at such length that the re- 
ports fill 144 pages of the Globe, the offi- 
cial journal of the two houses. The Hon, 
Wituiam D, KELiey, in the House, de- 
clared that the Coinage Committee, of 
which he was the representative, had 
*“* proceeded with great deliberation to 
go over the bill not only section by 
section, but word by word.” He has 


since become a bimetallist, but at that 
time he defended the bill on the ground 


that ‘‘It is impossible to retain the 
double standard. The values of gold and 
silver continually fluctuate.” 


There are many other facts that might 


be cited, but these are surely sufficient, 


The man DetMmar has been in England 
stating ‘‘ publicly that he knows who the 
financiers in Europe were who had enor- 
mously oversold Indian Council drafts 


and other silver securities, and between 


whom and the realization of great profits 
was the single obstacle of the free coin- 
age and legal tender position of silver 
in the United States.” By this statement 


he adds to the offense of historical false- 
hood that of slandering the Government 
in whose service he at one time was,

MR. JAY GOULD’S RETIREMENT. 
Mr. JAY GOULD has made as many last 


appearances as any actress on the boards, 


His positively last appearance is now an- 
nounced with a degree of specification 
and solemnity that is calculated to im- 
press the simple-minded. He himself has 
gone so far as toset forth in detail why 
he is about to retire, while at the same 
time he directs the attention of the in- 
vesting public to his favorite stocks. 

It may be laid down as a safe proposi- 
tion that when Mr. GovLp publicly dis- 
parages any commodity it is his intention 
to buy it, and contrariwise when he 
praises it it is his intention to rid himself 
of thesame. The artless manner in which 
his fuglemen proclaimed the worthless- 
ness of elevated railroad stock until he 
had got control of it, and then began 
to exalt it, gave Wall-street a les- 
son which the wary frequenters of 
that thoroughfare are not likely to forget. 
It is not among the wary frequenters that 
Mr. Gouxp looks for ‘‘ weak holders” of 
that which he desires to buy, or willing 
purchasers of what he wishes to sell. But 
‘*the public,” as he reminds it in his sol- 
emn farewell, is coming in once more. 
To Mr. GouLp the public is a gullible 
creature which will swallow anything 
from a prospectus to a table showing 
net earnings that may be fed to it, 
He desires this credulous creature to be- 
lieve that when he says he means to re- 
tire and devote himself to clipping the 
coupons of his best beloved bonds the 
public will believe that he is satisfied with 
his holdings, that he ‘‘ stands pat,” as it 
were, The public, he calculates, will 
make the time honored confession that 
‘‘ GoULD is smart,” and will reduce this 
belief to practice by eagerly competing 
for the securities, the dividends from 
which are to sustain and soothe his declin- 
ing years, 

GouLp himself, in the touching farewell 
to his predatory activities which he has 
put forth, suggests that his ancient col- 
laborator, Mr. RussELL SaGe, should re- 
tire with him, and the Sun makes the 
same suggestion touching his other assist- 
ant, Mr. Cyrus W. Fietp. These sugges- 
tions are not without merit. Mr. SaGE 
has had losses, to the great and unfeeling 
delight of the boys, who thus requite with 
ingratitude his unselfish efforts to bring 
betting on stocks within the reach of 
gamblers of moderate means, but it is be- 
lieved he has saved enough from the 
wreck to live on with the exercise of 
economy. Mr. FIELD, our esteemed con- 
temporary, if he will allow us to call him 
s0, must sometimes wish that he had re- 
tired before he be¢ame known as the as- 
sociate of Jay GOULD. For he is of a ten- 
der and sensitive nature, and cannot help 
minding what people think and say about 
him. He even maintains a newspaper 
which, in the intervals of crying up his 
wares and decrying the wares he wishes 
were his, undertakes to prove to the public 
that its opinion of him is all wrong— 
and that he is really a nice, philanthropic, 
and public-spirited person. This is a 
weakness of which GouLD has never been 
guilty. He dislikes to be disbelieved only 
in so far as disbelief in his statements 
may affect his pecuniary interests, Be- 
yond this he has never given any evi- 
dence that the opinion of his fellow-men 
affects him in the least. This is the only 
temper that can enable a man to enjoy 
life when he is engaged in such games 
as those in which our esteemed con- 
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temporary has acted as GOULD’sS playmate. 
To a sensitive and shrinking soul like his, 
we repeat, retirement with the swag and 
an exclusive addiction to breakfasts and 
monuments are requisite, Thus only can 
he escape being described by Governors 
and newspapers in painfully disrespectful 
terms. Moreover, if Messrs, GOULD and 
FIELD and SaGe were really to take them- 
selves out of Wall-street, the revival of 
confidence that would follow would sur- 
prise all of them, though it might fail to 
gratify our esteemed contemporary, 








KING THEEBAW’S SURRENDER. 

The picnic expedition up the Irrawaddy, 
undertaken by Gen. PRENDERGAST’s forces, 
has proved hardly more difficult and 
serious than was expected. The prog- 
ress of the column has been almost con- 
tinuous, and, since a great part of the 
trip was made by boat, it must have es- 
caped even the hardships of marching, 
In former campaigns in Burmah the Brit- 
ish were sometimes obliged to carry by 
assault or by flanking the fortifications 
erected by native troops. During the pres- 
ent movement, however, they have gen- 
erally found the shell fire-of their batteries 
adequate to all purposes. The chief point 
of defense on the river before reaching 
Mandalay was Minhla, and that was 
captured by a three hours’ fire from 
floating batteries, armed launches and 
steamers, with a British loss of only 
4 killed and 27 wounded. At the very 
outset of the expedition King Turr- 
BAW’S war vessel was captured by steam 
launches. The distance from Rangoon to 
Mandalay is about 500 miles, but about 
half of this isin British Burmah, and no 
attempt seems to have been made to resist 
the expedition till a large part of the 
entire route had been passed. At Nyeen- 
yan, Mingyan, and Pagan there seem to 
have been slight skirmishes, the Hamp- 
shire regiment even charging earthworks 
at the latter point. But inegeneral the 
artillery of the British did the work. One. 
more preliminary point, Ava, twelve 
miles from Mandalay, remained to capt- 


ure, when THEEBAW, according to the 


news received, surrendered both Ava, 
with its 28 guns, and his capital. 

The results of this campaign can already« 
in part be foretold. THEEBAW will doubt- 


less be dethroned, to the joy of his sub- 
jects; and it is to be hoped that in choos- 


ing his successor the British will take a 
personage of a less ferocious type. Of 
course the original grievance on which 


the war was founded will be redressed., 
The Bombay and Burmah corporation 


leases great forests in Upper Burmah, 
and pays duties on the teak timber it cuts. 
Sometimes this payment is advanced if 
the King’s necessities require. On a re- 
cent occasion, it is said, on the eve of a 
great feast, one such advance was desired, 


but not made. Some suits for wages 


about that time were brought by natives 
against the corporation. The Govern- 
ment caused a decree to be made 


against the corporation to the preposter- 


ous amount of $1,150,000, which seems to 
have been rather in the nature of a fine 
or penalty than of an award of civil 
damages. One account says that the 
Government intervened in the suits with 
a charge that over fifty thousand logs 
had been cut without paying duty. 
King THEEBAW, at all events, refused 
arbitration when it was proposed, and 
while his obstinate folly has cost him his 
crown, the claim against the corporation 
will now be settled on a British basis. 

But* more important than immediate 
considerations like these will be the ex--. 
tension of a British protectorate over Bur- 
mah or the annexation of the whole 
country outright. That means opening 
new markets, possibly a railroad through 
Burmah from India to China, and other 
vast changes in Southeastern Asia, 








FIFTH-AVENUE, 

THE TimMes suggested a few days ago 
that the first thing to be done with refer- 
ence to the proposed street railway 
through Fifth-avenue was to bring such a 
pressure of public opinion to bear upon it 
as would induce all the respectable people 
connected with it to withdraw. Confined 
to avowed strikers and bribers, the 
project is much less dangerous, The 
expression of public sentiment has been 
emphatic enough to secure the retire- 
ment of Mr. FREDERICK TAYLOR, late the 
Treasurer of the company, who accom- 
panies the announcement of his retire- 
ment with some very sensible remarks, 
printed in yesterday’s Timxs, on the con- 
dition of Fifth-avenue. The pavement is 
at present outrageously bad, and Mr. 
TAYLOR points out that if it were good 
it would at once be seized upon as a 
traffic road and rendered impracticable 
for its purpose as a pleasure driveway. 

This is really the difficulty that must be 
met in the outset before the residential 
streets of New-York can be supplied with 
the comparatively smooth and noiseless 
pavement they need. If we had, or for 
years had had, a Commissioner of Public 
Works who paid any intelligent attention 
to his business, this difficulty would 
long ago have been removed. <A very 
simple bureau regulation, enforced by the 
co-operation of the police, would confine 
heavy traffic to the streets paved with 
reference to it, and make a loaded truck 
as rare a sight in Fifth-avenue as it now 
is in Central Park. In default of a proper 
Commissioner of Public Works it devolves 
upon the residents of streets that should 
be reserved for light vehicles to take 
proper measures for their own protection. 








FIELD SHOULD GO TOO.

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PHILADELPHIA'S NEW POSTMASTER. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 30. — Postmaster 


William H. Harrity took formal possession of 
his new charge this afternoon. Stamps, stamped 
wrappers, envelopes, and postal cards do the 
amount of $285,000 will be turned over to the 
new administration, but when the party halted 
in front of the big safe containing the bulk of 
the stamps and stamped material the combina- 


tion failed to work, and the cashier, after mak- 
ing repeated efforts, found that he was una- 
ble to open the safe. An expert workman 
was secured to open the safe, but after operut- 
ing on the combination lock for some time he 
was obliged to confess that he could not open it 
without injuring it. Cashier Griffiths then 
offered the workman $5 if he could open the 
safe without destroying it, and he returned to 
the works for other tools and declared that he 
would win the reward. Shortly before 6 o’clock 
Postmaster Harrity telegraphed Postmaster- 
General Vilas that he had taken formal 
possession of the Philadelphia office. A 
large number of applicants for positions in 
the Post Office called at Mr. Harrity’s 
office during the morning. Their names 
and applications were placed on file. All 
applicants for positions were given to under- 
stand that the Postmaster and his assistant 
would have all their time occupied for several 
days at least, and would be unable to consider 
any applications. The big safe containing a 
large portion of the valuables was opened late 
to-night by boring through the door and blow- 
ing the lock with powder. The contents will be 
examined this morning. 








A COUNTY COMMISSIONER OUSTED. 

PoTTSVILLE, Penn., Nov. 30.—The Court 
to-day ordered the removal of John Leonard 
from his office of County Commissioner and ad- 
judged him to pay over $1,000 costs. Leonard 
was elected a year ago on the Republican ticket. 
He had over 1,200 majority when Blaine carried 
the county, which is usually’ Democratic, by 300. 
Prior to his nomination and electicn he made a 


number of promises of appointments which he 
could not fill when he cxme to take the office. 
The disappointed spoilsmen, for revenge, insti- 
tuted quo warranto proceedings through Attor- 
ney-General Cassidy, and on the trial in Septem- 
ber last proved the corrupt bargains in which 
Leonard had engaged. The jury found him 
grulity, and his counsel made a motion tor 
a now trial, claiming that the act of 
1881 making bribery at primary elections 
punishable by ouster, and under which all the 
testimony had been introduced, was unconsti- 
tutional. The question has never been decided, 
and the court to-day in refusing the new trial 
expressed some hesitation about its decision, 
The Judges, however, refused to stay the ouster 
to permit a writ of error tothe Supreme Court 
to be heard, and as the writ of error is not in 
this class of cases a supersedeas Mr. Leonard 
was suspended at once trom his office. Much 
sympathy with him is expressed, and it is freely 
remarked that he has been guilty of no more 
than lying. whichevery politician in this county 
could as readily be convicted of, and that he 
has been the victim of malice. 





WATER FOR SING SING. 

RocKLAND LAKE, N. Y., Nov. 30,—The 
people of this place are freely discussing the 
project of taking water from the lake here to 
supply the village of Sing Sing, on the opposite 
side of the Hudson River, and various shades of 
opinion are expressed. The project is an ex- 
tensive one, and considerable labor will be 
necessary to carry it out if it is decided so to do, 
The lake is nestled among the bills here, many 
feet above the river, and is about one mile 
acrossieither way. Its water is as clear as 
crystal and as pure as can be found in the State, 
The residents of Sing Sing are agitating the 
question earnestly, and it is believed by the 
Rockland Lake people that the project 
will be carried through. Two gentlemen have 
offered to undertake the job and have it com- 
pleted by the Istof next September. The water 
wili be led down the hill through pipes and 
taken acroas to Sing Sing under the Huason 
River. On the other side it will be pumped into 
a reservoir and distributed through the village 
streets with sufficient force to do away with fire 
engines. The veople of Sing Sing have asked 
the Board of Trustees of that village to take 
some action toward supplying the placo with a 

ood quantity of wholesome water, and it is 
elieved that the lake here is the best source of 
the required supply to be found within a dis- 
tance otf many miles. 





FOG ON THE HUDSON. 

Ronpvout, Nov. 30.—A dense and cold 
fog hung over the Hudson River all Saturday 
night and Sunday morning, Navigation was 
greatly impeded. Steam vessels of all descrip- 
tions came to an anchor and kept up a shrill 
tooting with their whistles. Just below Port 
Bwen a schooner and sloop collided, doing con- 
siderable damage. The guard rail on one side 
of the sloop was badly torn. One of the bands 
on board the sloop had a narrow escape from 
death. He was struck by a portion of the 
rail, and came within an ace of being thrown 
overboard by the shock. Passenger steamers 
and towboats were more or less late. The 
Columbia, Nerwich, and Ll. M. North, of the 
Cornell Steamboat Company’s Towing Line, 
were 12 hours behind their rerular time. Many 
of the boatsrun short of provisions, and smail 
boats were dispatched to the nearest point for 
eatables. One steamboatman said: “The fogs 
ot this season beat anything I eversaw. They 
have completely befogged me, and I’m an old 
rooster at the business, I tell you.”

WALLACK’S THEATRE. 

*“ Hoodman Blind” has come and tri- 
fmphed. It was produced at Wallack’s Theatre 
last night before an audience which included 
playgeers of every variety, from the club 
Noungers never absent on first nights and the 
staid, old-fashioned folks who have not missed 
a new viay for more years than they care 
to remember, to those enthusiastic patrons 
of the drama who find places in the upper tier 
and like plenty of color in thoir stage pictures; 
and it was received with approval expressed ‘in 
a demonstrative manner. There are many 
reasons why “Hoodman Blind” should be a 
popular play, the first reason being that it 
is a good one,¢ though that is not always 
sufficient with the restless public. The melo- 
drama constructed by Mr. Wilson Barrett and 
Mr. Henry A. Jones tells an interesting story 
plearly; it abounds in effective situations: it 
introduces a number of well sketched charac- 
ters, and two remarkably strong cnes, 
and much of its text is either vigorous 


and inspiriting or sprightly and amusing; 
while the opportunities offered by the drama for 
the dispiay of handsome scenery and the em- 
ployment of novel mechanism, opportunities 
which have been made the most of at Wallack’s, 
form not the least of its merits from the point 
pf view of the manager. No play has ever 
been set upon the stage in better shape than 
this; that is to say. the art of the scene painter 
and the skill of carpenters and machinists have 
been used to the utmost extent of the possibili- 
ties of the play. The views of English rural 
goenery by r. Philip Goatcher are full 
of mellow beauty: a moonlit grove, with a 
rustic stile and winding pathway, is notable 
for excellent pompowres the Thames Embank- 
ment scene, showing the Egyptian Column, the 
semicircle of lights, and the “dark, flowing,” 
river called forth a storm of cheers when dis- 


layed. Mr. Goatcher was summoned to 
he front three times during the even- 
ing. The two streets in the village of 


Abbot’s Creslow by Mr. Harley Merry are 
full of quaint architectural bits, and the color- 
ing is harmonious and refreshing. The work of 
phifting the heavy scenery was accomplished 
with no mishaps worth mentioning and with un- 
usual celerity. Fourteen scenes are shown in 
“Hoodman Blind,” and tbe play is in four 
acts, yet the performance last evening 
was finished before 11:30; so it will be 
understood that it was an exceptionally agreea- 
ble first night. Thirty personages are involved 
In the play, and most of the parts have 
been distributed with excellent judgment. 
Mr. John Gilbert, with the zeal of a 
true artist, lent his talent and experience 
to the impersonation of a character seen 
for scarcely 10 minutes; Mr. Harry Edwards wag 
also one of the subordinate figures, a rotund inn- 
keeper, who thinks thatthe secret of England's 
atness is to be found in her beer. Mr. George 
larke and Mr. Daniel Leeson were a pair of 
precious villains, and Mr. Clare, although his 
manner was a trifie strained and artificial, is 
to be credited with a considerable share in the 
success of the evening. Mr. William Elton was 
p loquacious blacksmith, Mme. Ponisi an aged 
village gossip, Miss Carrie Elberts a street waif 
with a game ieg, Mr. Harry Gwynette a 
picturesque ruffian, Miss Marion Booth adaugh- 
ter of Folly witn a handsome pair of arms. ut 
the burden of the play rested upon none of 
these, but upon Miss Annie Robe and Mr. Kyrle 
Bellew. Both of these actors have largel 
increased their good reputation in this 
city by their work last night. Miss 
Robe portrayed two personages, Nance Yeu- 
lett, an honest, patient young woman, and 
Jess Lendon, her half-sister,an outoast. Her 
acting was refined and sympathetic; and the 
contrast between the two women, precisely 
alike in feature, wholly unlike in character. 
was cleverly depicted. Mr. Bellew as Jack 
Yeulett, husband of Nance, acted with spirit, 
intelligence, and force. His part is full of long 
speeches, designed by Mr. Wilson Barrett to 
suit his own style; ali of these had their 
full effect with last night’s audience. Mr. 
Bellew and Miss Robe were brought before 
the curtain several times, and were cheered 
after the exciting scene which closes the second 
act. The story of ** Hoodman Blind” recalls that 
of “The Rent Day.” Jack Yeulett is another 
Martin Heywood, Nance another Rachel; the 
new play bas more variety than its predecessor, 
however; rural scenes are contrasted with views 
of squalid city life, the movement is brisker if 
the literary tone is scarcely so high as that of 
“The Rent Day,” and therefore it is likely to 
rove popular at a time when a revival of 
ougias Jerrold’s play would hardly be deemed 
advisable. 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

A performance of “ Die Walktire’’ in- 
augurated last evening the second week of the 
current seasor at the Metropolitan Qpera House. 
The auditorium was filled in every part, and the 
representation was followed with unswerving 
interest throughout the four hours it occu- 
pied. “Die Walkiire,* though unfamiliar to 
the public of the principal capitals of Europe, 
fave in Germany, has become tolerably well 
known to local music lovers. There is much 
in it that commands immediate admira- 
tion, and much that will be remembered 
long after the achievement as a whole 
has been forgotten. On the other hand, 
many parts of the work are pretentious and 
wearisome, and nota few abound in measures 
that bear a very slight resemblance to what is 
usually considered as music. It is not impos- 
sible, as some detractors of Wagner have ob- 
served, that the alternate dullness and din 
of much that the master has produced is the 
offspring of a system tending to weary the 
spectator until the briefest appreciable phrase 
and the simplest harmonies are welcomed asa 
spring in a desert, and if this ground be 
held it will be admitted that in ‘Die 
Walkiire,” as in the remaining operas of 
the Tetralogy, the composer has often 
been wholly successful in attaining his object. 


There are, however, some levely and impress- 
ssive things in the first of the three great 





music-dramas. Among them may be noted 
ones more the love-duet and Spring song 
in the _ first act, the duet between 


Brunnhilde and Siegmund in the second,and the 
Walkyries’ Ride and “fire scene” in the third. 
These numbers have evver L charm, and power 
—sufficient of these attributes, perhaps, to 
give the opera a permanent place in 
the répertoire, if only a: good portion 
of its tedious scenes were unmercifully excised. 
Last_night “Die Walkiire” was smoothly and 
effectively performed at the Metropolitan. As 
in the case of “ Lohengrin,” the representation, 
compared with last year’s, was more notable 
for symmetry and finish than for flashes of 
brilliancy, relieved and offset by no little rough 
work. Last season the voices of the tenor and 
soprano were better fitted to cope with tbe 
mighty orchestra accompaaoying them than the 
organs of Friivlein Lehmann and Herr Stritt, 
but Herr Schott’s explosive utterances and 
defective intonation and Frau Materna's 
faulty ear and_ indifference to _ refine- 
ment of style often gave offense where 
the newer artists offered none. Yesterday both 
Herr Stritt and Frau Krauss sang with genvine 
fervor their love duet in the cabin scene, and 


the tenor rendered his “Spring song” 
with cetic feeling and with unim- 
eachable d taste. Friiulein Lehmann 


nterpreted the music allotted to Brunhilde with 
eloquence and charm; her scene with Wotan 
was characterized pd genuine pathos, and her 
acting throughout the opera was full of expres- 
sion and dignity, and unmarred by a trace of 
affectation. Friiulein Brandt was most efficient, as 
heretofore, in the thankless rdle of Fricka, and 
ped Fisher proved a sonorous Wotan and Herr 

mier ea. competent Hunding. The performance 
was conducted by Mr. Walter Damrosch, who 
led his band with care and firmness. Needless to 
add that the scenery was beautiful and appro- 
priate and that the scenic effects were capital: 
all this was duly set forth many months ago. 
The artists were eummoned before the curtain 
at the end of each of the three acts of the opera, 
and, as mentioned above, the audience remained 
until the d6nouement was reached. 





NIBLO’S. 

The weli known story of the ratcatcher 
and “‘pied piper” of Hamelin has been told 
many times and has been represented upon the 
stage in various guises, Its charm has always 
been acknowledged. From a musical standpoint 
the representation which was given, in operatic 
form, by Mr. Neuendorf a few years ago was the 
best, as it was the most pretentious, witnessed 
In this city. The Kiralfys have taken 
the theme and have made it subservient 
to the purposes of spectacle. Their version was 
given for the first time at Niblo’s Garden last 
evening. It consists of five acts and contains 
many tableaus. It diifersfrom most spectacular 
pieces with which the public is familiar in bav- 
ing a well connected and plausible story, and 
the pageants grow naturally out of the inci- 
dents portrayed. Messrs. Ford and Hauser are 
the autiors of the wording of the piece, and 
their work is quite cleverly done, although it 
will bear some polishing. They have been a 
little too ambitious in trying to give importance 
to matters appealing simply to the ear. Tne re- 
sult was that the piece, as given last evening, 
dragged in the earlier portions and grew some- 
what tiresome before the spectacular portion 
Was produced. The pageants, dances, group- 
ings, and effects were all good and were 
given with spirit. Thej scenic displays and 
the color pictures were particularly worthy of 
praise. Thesinging of Mr. Hubert Wilke, who 
Appeared in the title rdle, was decidedly meri- 
torious, his resonant baritone voice being heard 
with fine effect in several solos. Miss Anuie Boyd 
as Tina sang and acted with spirit, and Miss 
Julia Stuart as Hilda, the Burgomaster’s daugh- 
ber, acquitted herself well. What was inteuded to 
be the conic portion of the entertainment was 
potso good. The premiére in the ballet wasa 
new comer, Mlie. de ila Brujere. She showed 
much grace and skill, The musical portion of 












the piece is by S. Simonson, and is quite 
pleasing, thoug not marked by much 
originality. Owing to a little difficulty 


between the musicians anda the conduct- 
or of the orchestra the performance 
was not begun promptly last evening, and it 
was nearly midnight before ft was concluded. 
It is too long even for a performance beginning 
promptly on time. The second and third acts 
will bear extensive cutting, and the action of 
the piece may readily be quickened with mani- 
fest advantage. When these things are done, as 
will doubtless be the case, the piece promises to 
score @ success.

At the Park Theatre last night Mr. Ed- 
ward Harrigan’s new play, * The Grip,” was pro- 
duced in the presence of an audience that filled 
every seat in the house and almost every availa- 
ble inch of standing room.

The young 
man, however, in spite, or rather because, of the 
antics of the substitutes falls in love with the 
young lady, (Miss Boniface,) disguised as the 
maid, and tells her so 15 minutes after first set- 
ting eyes on her.

John Wild) and his canalboat figure in the play, 
and likewise a committee of the Board of Alder- 
men, while Mr. Hrrrigan’s rather aged device of 
introducing a miscellaneous Hibernian ‘assem- 
blage into a fashionable drawing room is the 
chief feature of the principal act of the drama. 
It goes without saying that the play was weil 
acted by Mr. Harrigan’s clever company of 
comedians, among whom the author, rs. 
Yeamans, Mr. Wild, Mr. Bradley, and Mr. Coll- 
yer acted with their customary skill and vivaci- 
ty. and if Mr. Braham’s songs were not quite so 
well written as usual they were sung with as 
much swing and vigor as ever.

THE INSURANCE RATES RAISED. 
ni iecetilpeaciainiecs 
ONE OF THE CONSEQUENCES OF THE GREAT 
GALVESTON FIRE. 

GALVESTON, Texas, Nov. 30.—One of the 
severest penalties of the fire has just been in- 
flicted upon those whose property did not 
burn by an increase of 50 per cent. in 
the rate of insurance on frame dwellings, 
which class of houses may be said to comprise 
the entire residence portion of the city. Itseems 
that no sooner had the horde of adjusters reached 
the stricken city than they set up a wolfish 
ery for higber rates; the predominating idea 
seemed to be that inasmuch as Galveston had 


caused their companies to sustain heavy 
losses, Galveston must make up that loss 
to them, otherwise certain big companies 
threatened to leave the State. It is a notice- 
able fact that some of the smallest losing 
companies are doing the loudest crying. Last 
Saturday the State Board of Underwriters 
recommended to the local board an increase of 
85 cents on the hundred dollars, on the basis 
rate for frame dwellings. This was the mini- 
mum recommendation of the State Board, 
which in all previous instances has been 
adopted by the local board. In this case, how- 
ever, the local board, spurred on by the 
resence of some 2 adjusters, overshot 
he mark, in the opinion of many, 
and raised the minimum recommendation of 
the State’ Board a cool 4714 per cent. by adopting 
the following tariff of premiums: Frame dwell- 
ings and contents, on which the old rate basis 
was $1 on the hundred, tne State Board 
recommended $1 35, and the loca! board adopted 
$150. Therate of frame dwellings with fire- 
proof roofs is increased from 90 cents to $1 25. 
Brick dweliings with wooden roofs are in- 
creased from $1 to $1 50; brick mercantile risks 
from $1 50 to $1 75, while the premium on frame 
business houses is increased 25 per cent. 
Such astounding rates never before prevailed 
in a community as large as that of 
Galveston, with 35,000 inhabitants, with a 
aid Fire Department, and with water works. 
The underwriters made these rates in secret 
session, wherein each member was pledged not 
to divulge the causes, &c. In their sup- 
posed secret discussion the Fire Department was 
ridiculed as a mere sham; its membership, they 
said, comprised a good many men, including 
the chief, who were wont to spend too 
much time in lager beer saloons. The water 
works were pronounced a fraud; they would 
never squirt when it was most needed, and one 
insurance man declared thet they were simply 
built to detraud the city. These are the excuses 
which the local board sougbt to give for 
submitting to the threats of ths bulldozing 
adjusters, who declared that they would advise 
their companies to quit Texas if the low 
rates were not immediately raised. Among 
the several large companies whose _ rep- 
resentatives have let it be understood 
that they were contemplating withdrawal 
from Texas are the North American, the Ztna 
of Hartford; the Hartford, the Phcenix, of 
Hartford; the Royal, and the London, Lanca- 
shire and British.

STUDENT LIFE AT HARVARD, 


. Sih isans eatic 
COLLEGE SOCIETIES, ATHLETIO ASSOCIA- 
TIONS, AND A LECTURE ON SOCIALISM. 
Boston, Noy. 30.—The prominenee given 


' to college societies in student life at Harvard is 


well shown by the publication of the “ Har- 
vard Index,” which will be issued on *Wednes- 
day next. ‘This is a little book published 
by student enterprise, and devoted # to 
the student organizations, such as the societies, 
the Greek chapters, the clubs, and the athletic 
associations. From the advance sheets of this 


year’s “Index” it appears that the oldest 
society included in the IKst is the in- 
stitute of 1770, founded in the year 


which serves to designate its title. Next in 
order of time, but first in order of importance, 
comes the Hasty Pudding Club, founded 


in These two societies have the 
largest membership of any societies in 
the college, the former having about 


80 men from each Sophomore Cine, and the 
latter nearly as many from the Senior 
Class. Besides these there are the Everett 
Anthenzum and the Pi: Eta, the O. ° 
and the Signet. The Greek letter fra- 
ternities are represented by chapters of the 
Alpha Delta Phi, Phi Beta Kappa, Beta Theta Pi, 
Deita Upsilon, Theta Delta Chi, Leta Psi, Delta 
Phi, and Chi Phi. Then there are the two religious 
societies—the St. Paul's Soctety and the Christian 
Brethren. ‘The Total Abstinence League has 
a large membership, as have also the Co-operative 
Society and the Dining Association of Memorial 


Natural History Society. ¥ 
Finance Club, and the Historical Society fill 
positions suggested by their names. Among the 
new organizations for the first time appear the 
Harvard Monthly. the Ornithological Club, the 
Society of Amateur Photographers, the 88 Chess 
Clupb, and the ’86 Whist Club. 

The athletic organizations present very gratity- 
ing records to those who have tooked forward 
tothe time when Harvard was to regain some 
of her lost prestige in athletics. For the 
sixth time the Mott Haven Cup, emblem- 
atic of the intercollegiate track athletic 
championship has been won by the Athletic 
Association; the ’varsity crew;defeated Yale and 
Columbia; the nine won all its championship 
games; the lacrosse team won the college cham- 
pionship and the Oelrichs Cup, and even the 
cricket team won some victories. 

Tne corporation of Harvard Coll recently 
appointed the Rev. John G. Brooks lecturer on 
Socialism, and this evening the first of a 
series of four lectures was delivered be- 
fore a large audience in Sever Hall. 
eluding in its number President Eliot, 
Profs. James and Thayer, and many other 
members of the Faculty in addition to a large 
body of students. The lecturer devoted a part 
of his discourse to a general introduction of 
modern Socialism, particularly in Europe, 
apd then spoke more particularly of the rev- 
olutionary type. In opening Mr. Brooks said 
that to compare the definitions of Socialism was 
to become canvinced that definition was a lost 
art, as the term was made to include all 
kinds of desired changes from the revolution- 
ary measures of the Nihilists to the moderate 
demands of the English advocation of Socialism. 
He then spoke of the growth of Socialism, the 
necessity of its ultimate victory, and the means 
which were being employed to bring this 
about. The real object of Socialism, he 
said, is to found society, not on money, 
but on labor. It should not be ruled 
by the wealth of a few but the labor of all, the 
word labor being used in its broadest sense to 
include the artist, the painter, and the farmer 
alike. To accomplish this end the business of 
modern industry must be given into the hands 
of the State just as in Germany the telegraph 
and = railroads are under the Government's 
control. 


ALBANY’S CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

ALBANY, Nov. 30.—The members of the 
Common Council were to-night served with no- 
tices to show cause on Dec. 2, before Justice 
Peckham, why a mandamus should not issue 
compelling that body to insert in the annual tax 


budget the item of $2,500 for the Civil Service 
Commission as reported by the Board of Fi- 
nance, but reduced by the Common Council 
to $175. The suit is entitled J. Howard 
King, President of the- Citizens’ Associa- 
tion; John H. Quinby, Rufus K. Townsend, 
and Ledyard Cogswell, Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, against Norman L, Snow, President, and 
Robert H. Moore and others, composing the 
Common Council of the city of Albany. The 
application is based on the affidavit of William 
H. McNaughton, Secretary of the Civil Service 
Commission, which, among other things, states 
that on Nov. 1, 1885, the Mayor agreed with the 
Commissioners that they should each receive 
$500 compensation and that the Secretary should 
receive $1,000 per year, such agreement to take 
effect from Dec. 1, 1885

THE CANAL SEASON CLOSED. 
ALBANY, Nev. 30.—The season on the 
State canals will end at midnight. Dispatches 
received by Superintendent of Public Works 
Shanahan state that this afternoon only about 
80 boats were moving on the Erie Canal. The 
reports of the shipments during the year show a 


falling off in the total tonnage of about 200,- 
000 tons from 1884, when the tonnage was 5,009,- 
488. This amount was 654,568 tons less thar in 
1888. The period or navigation was without in- 
terruption, which is almost unprecedented. The 
canals have been in excellent shape all the year, 
and there has been ample water at all times. 








THE CLOSE OF NAVIGATION. 

Curcaco, Nov. 30.—The season of navi- 
gation for 1885 closed at noon to-day. Vessel- 
men say it has been a season of unprecedented 
depression. Nearly all of the lake fleet is 
now in Winter quarters. A complete list of the 
vessels that will remain at Chicago during the 
Winter includes grain carriers with an agerre- 
gate corn carrying capacity of 4,868,000 bushels, 
which, with the available room in Chicago ele- 
vators, will make storage room for over 8,000,000 
bushels of grain.

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DOWNS A. PASTORAL OUTCAST.

THE HAND OF FELLOWSHIP WITHDRAWN 
BY HIS CLERICAL BRETHREN. 

Boston, Nov. 30.—The course and recent 
public utterances of Parson Downs have been 
too much for the Baptist clergymen. and to-day 
he was summarily expelled from the Boston 
ministers’ Conference, The meeting was largely 
attended, and the business was approached with 
deliberation. The Rey. Mr. Hinkley, of Lynn, 
introduced the subject with some remarks and 
a resolution, which he moved should be adopt- 
ed, expelling Mr. Downs from'the fellowship of 
the Conference. It was thought best, however, 


after some discussion, to procees more formal- 
ly, anda committee named by the Chair retired 
and selected another of seven to consider the 
matter, draft suitable resolutions, and report to 
the Conference. This committee immediately 
got together in aa adjoining room, the Con- 
ference meanwhile listening to the essay pre- 
pared for the day's meeting. Aftera brief ab- 
sence the committee returned and reported, 
through the Rev. Dr. Franklin Johnson, of Cam- 
bridge, the following preamble and resolutions: 

Whereas, W. W. Downs, Pastor of the Bowdoin- 
Square Baptist Church and a member of this Confer- 
ence, has, by his recent conduct and utterances, 
brought public disgrace upon the ministerial profes- 
sion and done great damage to the common causeof 
Christ: therefore, 

Resol That we hereby expel W. W. Downs from 
membership in this Conference. 

Resolved, 'That we hereby disclaim all fellowshtp with 
him as a minister, while we earnestly pray that he may 
repent and so change his conduct_as to win the sym- 
pathy of his brethren and of the Christian public. 

Resolved, That we approve the action of the Bow- 
doin-Square Society in closing their house of worship. 

Subsequently this was added: 

Resolved, That we pympetine with and approve of 
the efforts of the Bowdoin-Square Church to calla 
large and representative council to consider the case of 
Mr. Downs. 

The resolutions provoked some discussion, 
mainly as to whether the proposed action would 
not prejudge the case so far as members of the 
Conference were concerned. If a council was 
called by the church, it was argued, such action 
might disqualify members of the Conference 
from taking partin it. Some thought that by 
leaving out the resolution approving the 
closing of the Bowdoin-Square Church the 
matter would not be prejudged. One min- 
ister thought that before passing such 
resolutions Brother Downs’ should _ be 
heard by the Conference, but a reply was made 
to this to the effect that the published reports of 
Mr. Downs’s utterances were quite suflicient. 
Besides, it was stated, he had persistently re- 
pelled all kindly advances from his brother 
ministers and would listen to no advice from 
them. Others contended that the Conference 
had a right to say who should compose its mem- 
bers, and that when they came to a pass that 
they could no longer have fellowship with a 
man they hada right to dismiss him. They had 
already heard many harsh things said about the 
Baptist ministry because they had continued in 
passive fellowship with this man, and it was 
high time that they should now express their 
opinion and wash their hands of the whole 
matter. Finally the resolutions were adopted 
unanimously. The meeting was attended by the 
representative Baptist clergymen of the Confer- 
ence. 

Pastor Downs to-night looked somewhat nerv- 
ous and careworn, but retained all the urban- 
ity for which he has been noted. He says 
of the action of his Baptist brethren 
that it don’t amount to very much. Hoe 
expected it. The fact that no_ Baptist 
minister in this vicinity has called on his wife or 
himself, or expressed any sympathy for them, 





has shown him how they felt, and his 
action last night (this in reference to 
his sermon in the Mechanics’ Building, 


in which he abused the Baptist ministry 
and the Watchman) caused some disturbance in 
the camp, and doubtless hastened their action. 
The animus of this he understood very well. In 
daring to preach yesterday before 17,000 
people he committed the unpardonable sin. He 
regarded this action merely as a ministerial 
paper wad. There was some talk of a council, 
and when one is held, he said, he shouldn’t run 
away. Oh, no, he should be there. He said also 
that he had done nothing to bring about 
recent events; that in speaking as he did 
last night he acted under the advice of eminent 
legal lights, and he measured his words, and 
that he much preferred regular pastoral work, 
but did not see that it was possible for him under 
existing circumstances.

PROBABLY A MURDER. 

WaABasn, Ind., Nov. 30.—What doubtless 
will prove to be a cold-blooded murder was per- 
petrated in the woods four miles east of Wa- 
bash yesterday afternoon. Joseph Spencer, a 
young man of bad character, and Sylvester 
Huff, an old resident of Legro Township, while 
passing through the woods became involved in 
an altercation relative to some timber, and ina 


fit of rage Spencer knocked the old man down 
and beat and kicked his face into a jelly. Sub- 
sequently Huff dragged himself to the house 
where Spencer lives to have his wounds dressed, 
and the burly young brute again attacked the in- 
firm victim, crushing in his skull with a club, 
and repeatedly striking him with dishes and ar- 
ticles of furniture. Blood streamed from a 
dozen wonnds upon the old man’s person, and 
but for the exertions of Spencer's wife, who en- 
deavored to save him from the savage attacks, 
he would have bled to death. Believing he had 
killed the old man, Spencer fied and remained 
hidden in the woods until last night, when in- 
telligence of the crime reached the city, and an 
officer went out and captured him. He was 
lodged in jafl. The assault, from what can be 
learned, was almost wholly unprovoked. Spen- 
cer declares that he did not intend to kill Huff, 
but the fact that he renewed the attack at his 
residence imparts a bad phase to the matter,

Chapleau has returned to receive a report from 
his friends here on the political situation and 
the best means of inducing the most influential 
of the Conservative members to leave the na- 
tional party.

A BAD SEASON FOR CHEESE. 

Urroa, N. Y., Nov. 30.—The report of the 
Secretary of the Utica Board of Trade, submit- 
ted at the annual meeting to-day, shows the past 
season to have been one of the worst for the 
cheesemakers ever known in this country since 
the introduction of the factory system. The 
total number of boxes sold in the Utica market 
was 82,796, or 19,247,760 pounds, at an average of 
-07955 per pound, the lowest on record. The val- 
ue of the cheese sold was $1,531,159 80. The sales 
were 5.755 boxes in excess of last year, and the 
receipts $457,379 less. The season’s sales at Little 
Falls were 208,067 boxes, against 226,196 last year, 
and the receipts $990,606 98 this year, against 
$1,407,801 51 last year.

FOR GENEROSITY IN THE 

ANNUAL GIFTS. 

SHE BASIS UPON WHICH THE SATURDAY 
AND SUNDAY ASSOCIATION MAKES ITS 
YEARLY APPEAL. 

“The annual collection for the associated 
hospitals isabout to begin among the various 
prades, and as a basis of appeal to the public the 
Hospital Saturday and Sunday Association pre- 
sents an interesting body of facts and figures. 
The number of patients who received(free treat- 
ment during the past year in the beds of the 
wards was more than 9,000. while the num- 
ber who received such care and _ treat- 
ment as is afforded through tbe out- 
door departments and _ dispensaries con- 
nected with these hospitals aggregated to the 
enormous figure of 110,000 individual cases, all 
of them needy and deserving poor. Of the above

aggregate about 60,000 came under the head of * 


general diseases, about 40,000 had eye or ear 
complaints, while 10,000 were afflicted with vwa- 
rious malformations, and a considerable propor- 
tion of them had to be supplied with apparatus, 
sometimes of quite an expensive nature. It is 
to care for this great army of the helpless poor, 
the lame, and the halt,and the blind, that the 
Hospital Saturday and Sunday Association was 
organized, and to enable all classes, (except the 


very poor who stand in need of this help,) to 
pive of theirsubstance to turther this beneficent 
work. 

While the work continues to assume with each 
year, owing to the steady growth of the city, 

arger and jarger proportions, it cannot be said 
that the support extended to the hospitals is 
riways commensurate therewith, and especially 
§s a shortcoming in this respect to be noted dur- 
ing the past year. The cause for this is easily 
traced to the bard times, which during the past 
year may be said to have arrived at a culmina- 
tion: and as there is now obviously a strong up- 
ward tendency, and a much better feeling all 
round, the hospital managements are hopeful 
that the days of larger helpfulness have returned 
once more. The association, through the various 
Instrumentalities of its diversified collection sys- 
tem, from now until the close of the year will 
leave no efforts untried to make the result of 
the collection equal the needs of the hos- 

itals. Every trade and commercial interest will 
n one form or another be appealed to. Most 
of the leading trades, as the public are aware, 
pre organized into auxiliary associations, and 
employ their own collection machinery, There 
rre the dry goods trade, the cigar and tobacco 
trade, the drug, paint and oil trade, the leather 
trade, the nook trade, the wine and spirit trade, 
the printers’ trade, the brewers, the china and 
Blass trade. &c. For other trades not rerulariy 
Organized special lists have been prepared, to be 
forwarded at the proper time to all the leading 
houses in these trades. The lists thus prepare: 
number nearly 3,000, and the association is hope- 
ful that they will receive the attention to which 
they are entitied at the hands of all who have 
the well-being of the more unfortunate classes 
at heart. 

In connection with the trades an admirable 
system of reciprocity has been established, and 
ail sums contributed through these sources are 
virtually sect aside to be drawn against in behalf 
of patients recommended for hospital treatment 
by any contributor. Accompanying each list 
fent outis a circular giving full information, 
from which this extract is taken: 

“It is deemed desirable that all classes (employers as 
well as employes) should interest themse)ve: in this 
great charity, and tothat eud we take the liberty to 
forward you one of our lists for use in your establish- 
ment. Inreturn for any interest you may kindly take 
in this work, permit us to say, that the sum total con- 
tributed by any trade is duly credited to it on the books 
pf the association, and constitutes a fund for the care- 
taking of any patient that may be recommended by 
any contributor (to any particular trade fund) for free 
treatment in any of the score of hospitals represented 
in this association.” 

In order to make practical this reciprocal feat- 
ure of the work, the association has established 
A central agency at No. 79 Fourth-avenue, and 
any communication addressed there to Mr. F. 
F. Cook, the general organizing agent, regard- 
ing any case of sickness entitled to hospital serv- 
ice in accordance with the information above 
cited will receive immediate attention. Al- 
though this feature is but recently introduced, 
the association has already taken care of more 
than 50 cases, brought to their attention by con- 
tributors representing nearly every trade auxil- 
jary in the association. ; 

Appeals have also been directed to the lodges 
of the various benevolent orders. The Jewish 
fraternities came into the work at the very 
start, and their annual contrmbutions have been 
of a most generous character. Last year, for 
the first time, the appeal included the Masonic 
and Odd Feliow lodges, and about a score out of 
Beveral hundred made responses. It is hoped 
that the present appeai, now that the work is 


better understood, will yield much larger re- 


sults. As ustal, there will be an active canvass 
of the different Exchanges. Last year business 
is these institutions was undera cloud, and in 
several instances, especially in the case of the 
Stock Excbange and the Produce Exchange, the 
contributions were quite meagre. Since then a 
rreat change fur the better has come over all 
business interests, especially the more specu- 
lative branches, and hence good results are ex- 
pected from hil! that region of whieh Wall-street 
is the recognized centre. 

On the last Sunday of the year the usual 
eburch collection wil] take place. Last year this 
teature suffered from the twofold cause of hard 
times and bad weather on the appointed day. 
The present year, Providence willing,a much

SOME LABOR PROBLEMS. 
as 
'WHY COMPETITION SUCCEEDS WHERE CO- 
OPERATION FAILS. 

The paper of the day at the meeting of 
the Baptist Pastors yesterday was on “ Social- 
ism,’ and was read by Prof. Norman Fox. It 
was in the nature of a reply to criticisms passed 
upon a similar paper read a few weeks ago, and 
was listened to by a very large audience. ‘ Co- 
operation,” the Professor said, ** has been talked 
of asthe great corrector of Jabor troubles. This 
is not the case, because co-operation does not 
recognize the difference between skilled and 


unskilled labor, or between labor and the 
director and creator oflabor. Competition is far 
more effective, as it produces the very best serv- 
ice to the public. Labor is worth just what it 
will bring and no more, and the talk against 
employers for paying 10 cents for making a 
shirt or $1 25 to a car driver for 14 hours a day 
is moonshine. If the workers cannot obtain 
more they have no right to complain, but should 
try and get better employment. How this is to 
be done is another matter. One thing is certain, 
there is always something to be found for two 
bands to do. If all the work now done by 50,000,- 
WO operators could be done by a boy of 10 with 
the aid of machinery, that very moment new 
wants would spring up sufficient to give em- 
ployment to every one of those ieft unem- 
ployed.” 

Speaking of so-called pauper labor, he deridea 
the expression, saying that in the old slavery 
times a healthy negro brought $1,500, and that 
taking the same basis every healthy immigrant 
Brriving at Castle Garden was worth at least 
that much to the country, and pointed to the 
fact that the so-called Italian paupers working 
here for less than their fellows had been ena- 
bled to deposit over $22,000,000 in one savings 
bank alone. He defended prison labor and 
strikes, saying that every time a merchant put 
up the prices of his goods it was in the nature 
ofastrike, and that astrike, like a rebellion. was 
flustified or condemned by its success or failure. 


THEY WANT THE CARS HEATED. 

Complaints are made by persons living 
in Harlem that the cars of the Madison-avenue 
line are not heated. The long rides which up- 
town residents frequently have to take in these 
tars cause them to suffer considerably from the 
vold. One correspondent writes that the man- 
ngement of the line pays no attention to the ex- 
isting condition of things, and appears to take 
po interest in the comfort of the passengers. 
* Perbaps,” says this correspondent, ** overheat- 
ed cars are objected to on sanitary grounds. 
Judging from the amount of fresh, cold air 
whica rushes in on all sides through the cars at 
present, it does not seem likely that any one will 
putter for want of ventilation during the present 
state of affairs. If stoves were put in, what 
method of clearing the atmosphere in the cars 
rould be more simple than opening the doors of 
the car fora few minutes at each end of the 
trip.”” The correspondent adds that the cars on 
the other exposed lines, both in this city and 
Brooklyn, are heated, and that passengers find 
nem comfortable. 





LIMITING ITS MEMBERSHIP. 

The New-York Mercantile Exchange 
now numbers 801 members, and for some time a 
movement has been on foot to limit its member- 
Bhip to 1,000. An amendment to its by-laws was 
adopted yesterday. which provides that unti the 
number of certificates of membership outstand- 
ing.shall be 1,000 the initiation fee shall be $500, 
after which all applications for membership 
must be accompanied by a certificate of mem- 
bership, duly assigned, and upon which all dues 
and assessments have been paid. The effect of 
this will be that after the admission of 199 new 
members any person wanting a seat in the Ex- 

hange will be obliged to purchase a certificate 

om some member who is willing to sell. 


A VERY DETERMINED SUICIDE. 
_ The body of. a suicide was found in a 
Bhaliow creek near the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Btation in East Newark yesterday. He had first 
cut his throat with a razor, then tied a handker- 


chief around his neck, and finally walked into 
the creek till he fell from exhaustion. On his 
person a loaded revolver was found. it appeared 
from papers found in his pocket that his name 
was Peter Bruce, a native of Dundee, Scotland,

AN OLD FIRM RETIRING, 


S&S G &G,. C. WARD TO GIVE UP BUSINESS AT 
THE END OF THE YEAR. 


Among the changes in business firms 
which will take place at the beginning of the year 
none will be more univergally regretted than 
the dissolution of the firm of 8. G. &G. C. Ward, 
the American agents of the great house of Bar- 
ing Brothers & Oo., the London bankers and 
merchants, At that time the agenoy will be 
transferred to Kidder, Peabody & Co. For half 
a century the agency has been in the Ward 
family, and in ali that time no house 
has more deservedly enjoyed the  confi- 
dence and esteem of importers throughout 
the country. Originally the agency was sit- 
uated in Boston, and was in charge of Capt. 
Thomas W. Ward, the father of the gentlemen 


whose names are now associated in the manage- 
ment of theagency. The business of the firm 
from the outset was enormous, All or about all 
of the importing business, notably from China 
and the East Indies, was transacted under 
credits issued on the London firm by the agency 
here, and so careful and conservative, while at 
the same time so liberal and considerate, was the 
management of the business that a credit on 
Barings was regarded everywhere throuchout 
the world asa commercial passport of honesty 
and integrity. 

At the death of Capt. Ward the agency de- 
scended to Mr. S. G. Ward, who still retained 
the headquarters at Boston, but the great busi- 
ness transacted in New-York required a branch 
here, and this was confided to the management 
of the East India house of Weston & Gray fora 
time, and subsequently to the firm of Ward, 
Campbell & Co., of which Mr. George Cabot 
Ward, now a member of the firm, was the senior. 
Mr. Ward was the intimate friend of Salmon P. 
Chase, and his sound financial views and the ex- 
perience and the uncommonly sound business 
principles of both brothers were of the greatest 
service to the Secretary during the troubled 
times during and after the war. All the im- 
mense sums disbursed by the Government for 
the use of the navy and other departments dur- 
ing the war were made through the agenoy, as 
the Barings were, and had been from _ the 
time of Lord Ashburton, who was one of the 
family, the financial agents of the United States 
Government. ‘They also handied the Alaska 
purchase money, as Baring Brothers & Co. were 
the correspondents of the Russian Government. 
Some 17 years ago Mr. 8. G. Ward removed to 
New-York, and with him the headquarters of 
the agency were removed here also, At that 
time Mr. G. C. Ward, having retired from the 
firm of Ward, Campbell & Co., became associated 
with his brother in the managementjethe busi- 
ness having assumed phenomenal proportions a 
branch under the same name was retained at 
Boston and continued in operation until 1876, 
when it was transferred to the house 
of Kidder, Peabody & Co. In addition to the 
cranting of commercial and traveling credits, the 
business of the firm also included the disburse- 
ment of the large sums paid outfor arms and 
munitions of war by the Russian Government 
to the American manufacturers. For this pur- 
pose a large staff of noted Russians were sta- 
tioned at different points throughout the manu- 
tacturing districts of New-England. Besides 
these the firm has mansged many of the loans 
brougbt out in London by the great American 
railway corporations, among them those of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company, and 
notably that of the Eastern Railroad of Massa- 
chusetts, which road getting into trouble im- 
mediately prior to the loan of 1879-80 the Bar- 
ings paid from theirown resources the interest 
on the loan until petter times enabled the com- 
pany to meet its obligations. 

From the early days of the agency to its close 
the business methods and principles of the agents 
have never varied, and no unworthy merchant 
or individual, no matter what his wealth or in- 
fluence, could secure the advantages of the 
credits issued by the firm, and which those who 
did secure them were never willing to give up. 
Personally the members of the firm are every- 
where regarded with as high esteem and confi- 
dence asin their business relations. Mr. 8S. G. 
Ward is one of New-York’s liberal art patrons, 
and was one of the founders of the Metropoli- 
tan Museum of Art. Mr. G. C. Ward has been 
for years one of the Governors of the New- 
York Hospital, and was connected with the 
Union League Club from its foundation. He 
was its President for one term and Treasurer for 
along period. He is the Secretary of the Bank 
for Savings in Bleecker-street, and is a Director 
of the National Bank of Commerce and a 
Trustee of the Union Trust Company, besides 
being actively engaged ina host of benevolent 
associations. He has been in ill health for sev- 
era! months, and the actual management of the 
business has devolved largely upon the junior 
member of the firm, Mr. T. W. Ward, the only 
son of Mr. 8. G. Ward.

BROADWAY ROAD STOCKHOLDERS. 


WANTING TO KNOW ABOUT BOND ISSUES 
AND ASKING LARGER DIVIDENDS. 


Street cars did not run into University- 


place on the old line yesterday as had been con- 
fidently expected. ‘** We have been unavoidably 
delayed in getting cars ready for this line,” ex- 
plained Superintendent H. A. Newell yesterday; 
““we expected to start them to-day, but now 
the public will be compelled to wait until next 


Thursday. We shall place 50 cars on at once and 
run them on a two-minute schedule.” 

Mr. Newell affected to treat lightly the oppo- 
sition on the part of certain stockholders of the 
Broudway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad to the 
present management, ‘* We are doing the best 
we know how,” he said. “I understand the 
principal kick is due to the running of cars off 
Bleecker-street down Broadway. That's a small 
matter, indeed, for there are only 20 Bleecker- 
street cars running, and they intend to put on 
only 10 more, to makea three-minute line. These 
cars get very few passengers on Broadway, and 
J am surprised that any stockholder should 
growl about them.” 

“It is asserted,” was suggested to Superin- 
tendent Newell, “that the Broadway and Sev- 
enth-Avenue Company intends to ict the Twen- 
ty-third-street cars run down Broadway from 
Twenty-third-street to the Battery.” 

* Yes, I bave heard that rumor, but must de- 
cline to discuss the matter, for I know nothing 
definite about it.” 

Inquiry among Broadway and Seventh-Ave- 
nue Railroad stockholders showed that decided 
opposition to the way in which the line bas been 
managed exists among them, and there is every 
prospect of a largeattendance at the meeting to 
be held at the office of C, F. Frothingham & Co., 
No. 50 Wall-street, at 8:30 o’clock this afternoon. 
The feeling among stockholders was thus ex- 
pressed by one of them yesterday: ‘* The Broad- 
way surface road is a good thing, and we ali 
know it, but that isno reason why we should 
jet Jake Sharp and his gang run away with 
all the ‘boodie.’ The management has been 
as outrageous as it has been mysterious, 
and if Sharp isn’t stopped there's no 
telling what will become of us. He has run up 
our liabilities without equivalent results to 
stockholders, the quarterly dividend of 2 per 
cent., which has always been’ paid, not having 
been changed since the tremendous increase of 
business. Then the gang issued $1,500,000 of first 


* mortgage bonds, an even million of seconds, and 


a million of stock. The new road from Four- 
teenth-street to the Battery was supposed to 
have been built ana equipped from the pro- 
ceeds of $500,000 of first mortgage bonds issued 
at tho beginning of the project, and it is since 
the completion of the line that the extra $3,000,- 
000 of liabilities has been puton. Wedon’t want 
to make any accusations, but we do desire to 
make a full and fair inquiry, and this we shall 
do at any hazard and at any cost.” 

The. point of grievance on the part of the 
stockholders, independent of the mystery sur- 
rounding the disposal of securities, is the fact 
that Directors of the Broadway and Seventh- 
Avenue Railroad Company are also interested, 
pecuniarily and as executive officers, in the 
Twenty-third-Street and the Bleecker-Street 
Company, which, by guaranteeing small amounts 
of the bonds of the Broadway surface road, are 
permitted to run over its tracks. The discon- 
tented stockholders claim that lots of nickels to 
which they are entitled are picked up by the 
Bleecker-street cars, while a line down Broadway 
from Twenty-third-street to the Battery would 
carry off the cream of the business. It is con- 
tended that the Sharp element is using the prop- 
erty of the stockholders of the Broadway and 
Seventh-avenue line for its own aims, purposes, 
and profits, and to stop them will be at once at- 
tempted. “Everybody thought big dividends 
would surely be paid and the stock run up from 
$175 to $325,” said a stockholder, “and now it 
isa drugin the market at $275 nominally bid. 
The public is howling about whata big thing 
the line is, but up to now we all seem to be dead- 
heads in the enterprise except Jake Sharp and 
his favored dummies,”

TO KEEP BROADWAY CLEAR OF SNOW. 

Street Commissioner Coleman has made 
an arrangement with the Broadway Railroad 
Company whereby that company will keep 
Broadway clear of snow from the Battery toa 
point not yet definitely fixed, but to be some- 
where in the vicinity of Barclay-street. The 
railroad company is required by law to keep 
its tracks and two feet of the roadway on either 
side of them clear of snow. This portion con- 
stitutes about 19 feet of the roadway, and, as the 
average width of Broadway from Fourteenth- 
street to the Battery is 80 feet between house 
lines, a trifle less than one-fourth of the en- 
tire street width. The company, however, 
has signified a willingness to compute 
its portion at 20 feet, or one-fourth, and 
therefore to undertake to keep one-fourth 
of the whole thoroughfare clean if the Street- 
Cleaning Department will clean the other three- 
fourths. The company has been assigned the 
lowest fourth, whicb has not yet been measured 
off. The company will remove the snow shov- 
eled by householders from the sidewalks as well 
as that swept up from the roadbed. At the 
present time, in accordance with an arrange- 
ment that has been in force ever since the road 
Was opened below Fourteenth-street, the de- 
partment sweeps the dirt from the roadbed and 
the railroad company carts it away. 

Commissioner Coleman yesterday dropped 
from the payrolls of the department the extra 
inspectors who were put on last Summer to look 
after the proper removal of ashes and garbage 
from the streets. Their duties included the in-

TAKING HIS PRETTY CASHIER AND LEAV- 


ING HIS DEBTS AND A DIVORCE SUIT. 


Léon Rabuteau gave up his situation as 
waiter in Delmonico’s a few years ago and 
opened a store for the sale of liquors and fancy 
groceries. He was an energetic young man, 
and, having a wide acquaintance with restau- 
rant keepers, he felt hopeful that. success would 
crown his venture, His store, at No. 452 Sixth- 
avenue, was well stocked with goods and his 
trade has recently kept two or three clerks busy. 
On Wednesaay last Mr. Rabuteau disappeared 
from his place of business, and it is believed 
that he has left the country, taking with him 
his child, 5 years old, and: his cashier, a bright 
looking young woman named Celine, 

Some of the creditors of the missing man 
aroused themselves upon learning of his depart- 
ure and took steps to secure their claims, yet 
Mouquin, René Dupre, and others, throug 
Coudert Brothers, procured attachments against 
the stock and store appliances. Rabuteau’s wife 
also brought suit for the protection of her in- 
terests, and, upon the application of her coun- 
se}, Judge Donohue appointed Thomas Whelan, 
alawyer at No. 206 Broadway, Receiver of the 
property. Business was carried on as usual at 
the store yesterday, and the two young men 
who were waiting on customers professed to be- 
lieve that Mr. Rabuteau would return to-day or 
to-morrow. They declined to talk on the sub- 
ject of his disappearance. 

Some acquaintances of the®missing man at- 
tribute his departure more to domestic troubles 
than to financial difficulties. Several months 
ago Rabuteau began a suit against his wife, 
Marie, for a divorce, on the 'ground that she 
was addicted to an excessive use of stimulants. 
A short time before beginning the action he had 
caused her removal to an inebriate asylum for 
treatment. The suit for divorce is still pending. 
The counsel for Mrs. Rabuteau procured an or- 
der from the court directing that until the issue 
should be settled Rabuteau should pay his wite 
$10 a week for her support and also $150 for 
counsel fees. The first payments, it is alleged, 
fell due last Wednesday. rs. Rabuteau says 
that she saw her husband on that day and he

of the girl Celine indicates that he has gone to 
Panama.

Alfred Garnier took the stand, and said that he 
had been in the confectionery business for 30 
years. He swore positively that he never used a 
bad cocoanut to his knowledge. George, his 
nephew and partner, was the next witness. He 
was positive that only roods of the best quality 
were used in their factory. 

“hen you say that the candy produced in 
court,” said Assistant District Attorney Bed- 
ford, “is good, notwithstanding the fact that 
Dr. Edson has analyzed it and swore that it is 
impure.” 

* Yes, Sir,’ answered the witness emphatically, 
“and to prove it I will eat some of the candy 
that Dr. Edson has in his possession.” 

* All right, Sir,’ was Mr. Bedford's rejoinder, 
and he handed Garnier the candy held as evi- 

ence. 

The prisoner began munching away at it to 
the surprise of the court. Heswallowed mouth- 
ful after mouthful, and smiled at the awe- 
stricken spectators. 

** How does it taste,” asked Mr. Bedford,’ when 
-~ prisoner had nearly devoured the paper- 
ful. 

* First-rate,”” was the response, and he con- 
tinued eating with an evident relish. 

“That will do,” said the District Attorney. 

**Let me taste some of it,’? requested one of 
the jurymen. 

“Oh, pray do not,” interpolated Mr. Bedford, 
“*we will want your services at future trials.” 

The juror, however, was anxious to taste the 
candy, and he did so. Several other jurors fol- 
lowed hisexample. While they were munching 
away, Judge Cowing asked: 

** How does it taste ?””

The spectacle caused his Honor to laugh 
aloud, and he directed tne jury to acquit the 
prisoners.
